U. S. HASN’T PLAYED THE GAME 
ON DEBTS, LLOYD GEORGE SAYS 


In Book He Declares Payments Won’t Be 
Resumed on Pre-Moratorium Scale 
“Within Any Predictable Time.”

LONDON, March  19.—David 
Lloyd George declares in a book 
to be published Monday that pay- 
ment of war debts nd reparations 
cannot be resumed on a pre-mora- 
t."lum scale “within any predicta- 
ble time.” | 

In the book “The Truth About 
Reparations and War Debts.” En- 
gland’s wartime .zremier considers 
that Great Britain has been gen- 
erous but that France and the 
United States have not played the 
game with war debts and repara- 
tions. 

Lloyd George, who only this 
week returned to acti-e politics 
after a long illness, reviews the 
whole story of international debts 
in a brief volume. 

Even the entire abolition of 
debts, he says, is now “unlikely by 
itself to restore a full reversal of 
the present tide of depression un- 
less there also is a breaking away 
from the policy of economic na- 
tionalism which the existence of 
these international payments has 
f-stered, and a general lowering 
of tariff barriers, and resumption 
of full and vigorous international 
commerce.”’

Miss Mary Collins, 77 years old, 
of: the Avalon Hotel, 339 North 
Taylor avenue, was killed last 
night when struck by an automo- 
bile which did not stop as she was 
crossing Lindell boulevard about 50 
feet east of Taylor avenue.

NEW YORK, March 19.—Unlaw- 
ful financing ef the Democratic 
National campaign in 1928, when 
Alfred E. Smith was defeated for 
President, was charged today by 
Patrick F. Kenny, Yonkers 
plumbing contractor. 

Kenny declared he and eight or 
nine other Democrats were askéd 
to sign a blanket note for $200,000 
on the County Trust Co. of New 
York, when the campaign chest 
was in need of funds, on the/as- 


upon to meet the obligation. 
Later, Kenny said, he signed a 
note for $25.090 at the invitation 
of the late James J. Riordan, then 
president of the bank, and it was 
indorsed by John J, Raskob, Dem- 
ocratic. National Chairman. The 
note subsequently was reduced by 


Riordan to $20,000, Kenny said, 
and now the bank is suing Kenny 
to collect on it. As his defense, 
Kenny accuses the bank of advanc- 
ing “large sums” of money to the 
Democratic National Committee in 
violation of the law against politi- 
cal contributions by corporations. 

The suit came to light along with 
Kenny's assertion that “they 
hooked us pretty bad” when Su- 
preme Court Justice Peter 
Schmuck today denied the bank’s 
motion for a bill of particulars am- 
plifying Kenny's charge of wrong- 
doing. 

Kenny contends the plan was 
that he and the others should sign 
the note so the money could be 
passed along to the national com- 
mittee. 

“I signed the note just as an ac- 
commodation,” he said. 

He declared the transaction wus 
discussed at a conference in Wil- 
liam F. Kenny’s “Tiger Room” in 
East 23d street. William F. Ken- 
ny, a close friend of former Gov. 
Smith, is no relative of Patrick F. 
Kenny. ; 

“The campaign chest was very 
low,” Patrick Kenny said, “and 
they wanted more money and they 
did not want it to appear that it 
was all coming from one person. 
They were very fearful at the time, 
as it was shortly after Bill Kenny 
went to Washington and told a 
Congressional Committee that he 
was willing to give Al Smith his 
shirt.’’ 

In dénying the motion for a bill 
of particulars, Justice Schmuck said 
his decision was ‘“‘without preju- 
dice” to a renewal of the motion 
upon service of a proper affidavit. 

Kenny’s atterneys had opposed 
the motion on the ground it was 
not signed by an officer of the bank. 


EIGHT SENTENCED TO DEATH 
IN RUSSIA FOR SABOTAGE 


More Than 40 Qther Persons Get 
Prison Terms in Game 


Cases. 

MOSCOW, March 19.—Sabotage, 
which has been gaining increased 
attention from Soviet authorities of 
late, brought sentences of death to 
eight persons today in four differ- 
ent criminal cases in various sec- 
tions of the country. More than 
40 were sentenced to various pris- 
on terms on conviction of sabotage 
in the same cases. 

At Voroshilovsk the leader of 33 
charged with systematic looting of 
the Central Workers’ Co-operative 
supplies for five yehrs, was sen- 
tenced to death, and the others 
drew prison terms ranging from 
one to 10 years. All were charged. 
with stealing manufactured goods 
and then selling them on the pri- 
vate market. 

The head of a group of. robbers 
found guilty of stealing railroad 
freight cargoes in the Rostov-on- 
Don district got the extreme pén- 
alty, and three others were given 
10 years’ imprisonment, The Sver- 
dlovsk Distrigt Court sentenced 
three : ‘to be shot and 45 oth- 
ers to Peigon terms for~ stealing 
from workers thelr supply of food- 
stuffs.

SPELL ON VICTIMS 


Executed Slayer Wrote Be- 
fore Death That He Hyp- 
notized Women, Children 
Then Killed Them. 


BEAT BOY AS HE 
TRIED TO GET AWAY 


Four Other Persons Were 
Strangled in Room Under 
His Garage at Quiet Dell, 
W. Va. 


MOUNDSVILLE, W. Va., March 
19.—Details of how Harry F. Pow- 
ers held five victims spellbound 
while he beat them’ unmercifully 
and then strangled them were dis- 


closed here today by prison ofi- 
cials. 

Contents of the murderer's con- 
fession, offered immediately after 
his execution last night t0 the 
“highest bidder,” have become 
known. They indicate that Powers 
hypnotized, or attempted to hyp- 
notize, his victims before he killed 
and buried them in a ditch near 
his garage at Quiet Dell, a farm- 
ing community four miles from 
Clarksburg, W. Va., and revealed 
him as a sadist. 

According to the confession, 
Powers, posing as a_ well-to-do 
bachelor, culled the names of his 
grown victims, Mrs. Dorothy Press- 
ler Lemke, a rich New England 
widow, and Mrs. Asta Buick Eich- 
er of Park Ridge, lill., from a list 
of marriage prospects sent him by 
a matrimonial agency in Detroit. 

Powers first killed Mrs. Lemke, 
whom he lured to the garage 
where the killing took place, with 
a promise of marriage in August, 
last. 

His Second! V:;ctim. 

Confident of cscar.t¢g detection, 
Pow:*3 motored tv Park Ridge, 
where Mrs. Bicher, a comely 
widow, resided with her three chil- 
dren, a boy, 12, and two girls, 14 
and 9. Within a few days after he 
strangled Mrs. Lemke, Powers be- 
gan paying ardent court to Mrs. 
Eicher, with whom he previously 
had corresponded under the alias 
of Cornelius O. Pierson. 

Mrs. Lemke needed but little per- 
suasion to accompany the dapper 
“bachelor” though in reality he was 
married to Mrs. Luella Powers in 
Clarksburg. on an automobile trip 
that led from her home at North- 
boro, Mass., to the garage at Quiet 
Dell, 

Mrs. Eicher was loath to leave 
her children, but finally yielded to 
Powers’ assurance that he would 
returp for them after he establish- 
ed a home for the entire family 
at Clarksburg. 


According to Powers, he arrived 
with Mrs. Lemke at midnight, 
when the rural community of Quiet 
Dell was asleep: He drove his car 
into the garage. Lecking the doors 
and lifting the trap door in the 
floor, he lighted the gas in one of 
the four rooms in the concrete 
underground cellar and invited the 
unsuspecting woman downstairs 
for a snack after their long drive. 

“Held Her Spellbound.” 

“When I got her in the room I 
loeked the door and told her I was 
going to ask her certain intimate 
questions about her mode of liv- 
ing,” Powers wrote in his confes- 
sion. 

“Mrs. Lemke smifed at first, 
but later became alarmed and 
asked me to let her go. I told her 
to keep quiet and directed her to 
stand up. With the dim light be- 
hind me I gazed intently into hep 
frightened eyes and held _ her 
spellbound. : 

“I told her I was her master and 
she would have. to follow my or- 
ders. She closed her. eyes. and 
whispered that she was my slave 
and stood awaiting my conjmands. 

“First I took her across my lap

Income Payments for Three 
Days Far Below Last Year's 
Figure.

WASHINGTON, March 19,—lIn- 
come tax receipts for the first three 
days of collections on 1931 income 
amounted to $92,512,000. which is 
$88,486,000 less than was the case 
last year. This was disclosed to- 
day by the Treasury, which is 4-n- 
franted with a $2,500,000,000 dsefi- 
cit this fiscal year compared with 
one of $902,000,000 last year. 

The Treasury statement for tast 
Thursday, the latest issued. showed 
income tax receipts that day 
amounted to $24,269,074 compared 
with $44,478,148 the correspond- 
ing day a year ago. 

Total income tax receipts for the 
fiscal year siace last June 50 
amounted to $73$2,703,249 compared 
with $1,411,555.005 for the same 
time a year ago.) — 

The diminished return from in- 
come taxes is no surprise to Treas- 
ury officials, however, as they nave 
expected collections this month to 
be approximately $175,000.600 
smaller than last March. 

During this fiscal year the Treas. 
ury has received from all sources 
a total of $1,499.931,.879 and bas 
expended $3%,2329.356,959. Reveipts 
dropped off $743,000.000 and ex- 
pegditures jumped  $1,472,000,000 
compared with last year.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—De-

It was generally conceded that 
the House would stand on the 
action whereby it increased from 
5 to 7 per cent the normal tax rate 
on incomes above $8000 a year, 
adopted a scale of surtaxes ending 
in a rate of “5 per cent on incomes 
above $5,000.000 a year. and de- 
prived corporations of the right to 
deduct from their Federal taxes 
the taxes which they pay to for- 
eign governments. 

Vote on Sales Tax Tuesday. 

The crucial test will come on the 
proposal to levy a general sales tax 
of 2.25 per cent on manufac. 
tured commodities. This proposal, 
through which the Ways and 
Means Committee hoped to raise 
$600,000,000 a year. provoked the 
revolt which overwhelmed the 
House leaders. j 

Under the regular order, a vite 
on the sales tax would not be 
reached for several days, but since 
its defeat would make it necessary 
to rewrite the entire bill; leaders 
announced -today they would call 
for a showdown Tuesday by aske 
inggfor a vote on the sales tax im« 
mediately. Meanwhile, they en< 
deavored to soften the opposition 
to it by proposing several amende- 
ments exempting various manufacée 
tured commodities from the tax. 

What Garner Thinks About It. 

It was deemed significant of the 
outcome that Speaker Garner, afier 
issuing a statement today oro- 
nouncing a sales tax “the surest, 
soundest and most effective means 
of balancing the budget,” turned 
around and told reporters: “The 
House is obviously determined to 
rip the bill to pieces and rewrite 
it on the floor, and the only thing 
to do is to let them go.” He said

Former Representative Bar- 
tholdt died at his home, 4066 Flo- 
ra place, at 11 a. m. yesterday, of 
pneumonia. His iliness began 10 
days before, when he suffered a 
chill after returning from a bil- 
liard match in a downtown hall. 
Iie was 76 years old and a widow- 
er, and made his home with his 
sisters-in-law, Eugenia and Agnes 
Niedner. 

He was born in Schieiz, Thur- 
ingia, Germany, where his father 
was a municipal official. Sym- 
pathy with the uprising of 1848 
was strong in the community, and 
young Bartholdt left for the United 
States at the age of 16. An uncle 
helped him to learn the printer's 
trade in New York, and he worked 
at that trade in New York and, be- 
ginning in 1875, on St, Louis Ger- 
man newspapers, the Courter and 
the Anzciger.

Had Notable Acquaintance. 

In his long service in Washing- 
ton, Bartholdt lost, no opportunity 
to gain the acquaintance of notable 
persons. He was close to “Czar” 
Thomas B. Reed, Speaker of the 
House, and was on cordial terms 
with the successive Republican 
Presidents, McKinley, . Koosevelt 
and Taft. He came to be looked 
upon as the representative of the 
brewing industry, and drew the 
fire of prohibition organizations by 
his opposition to every dry pro- 
posal. He accompanied Adolphus 
Busch to the White House, and 
heard him tell President McKinley 
that prohibition would be a nation- 
al calamity. 

Bartholdt undertook the ad- 
yocacy of world peace and arbi- 
tration movements, and in his fre- 
quent visits to Europe, became an 
attendant on the sessions of the 
Interparliamentary Union. He 
worked successfully to bring the 
Union to St. Louis for its meeting 
of 1904, which was one of the most 
notable gatherings connected with 
the World's Fair. He was also an 
active supporter of the Federal 
legislation which made  possi- 
ble the building of the Fair, on a 


Naturalized in 1877 
He returned to New 
was naturalized there in 1877. Re- 
turning to Germany, he studied law 
for a time, but came back to the 
United States and went to work for 
the Brooklyn Freie Presse, and lat- 
er for the New York Staats Zeit- 
ung. In December, 1884, he came 
to St. Louls to take charge of the 
Tribune, a German evening dally.

Bartholdt wrote in support of the 
labon movement, but did not in- 
dorse\ the Socialists’ program, and 
a Sodialist daily. was started to 
compete with the Tribune. Bars 
tholdt found it necessary to make 
himself better known, to build up 
his paper’s constituency, and he 
began to attend and speak at func- 
tions of all kinds. This had the ef- 
fect sought. and in 1888 Bartholdt 
was well enough known to run for 
the Republican nomination for 
Congress in the Tenth District, 
which then, as now, embraced 
South St. Louis, and which also 
contained St. Louis and Franklin 
Counties, He was beaten for = 
nomination, 

Elected to School Board. 

He was elected to the Board of 
Education, and sponsored a plan 
for introducing calisthenle exercises 
into the schools, employing for the 
purpose the instructors of several! 
gymnastic societies. Hie = also 
brought about a change in the 
school books used. this change be- 
ing made, ds he related, over the} 
opposition of the schoo! book trust. 

In 1692, Bartholdt again sought 
the nomination for Congress, an4 
his candidacy was making good 
progress when, in a meeting in 
Clayton, one of Bartholdt’s sup- 
porters shot and killed a supporter 
of the opposing candidate. Barth- 
oldt, in despair, went to his close 
friend, Joseph B. McCullagh, editor 
of the Globe-Democrat, who ad- 
vised him not to withdraw. and 
who printed an editorial saying 
that Bartholdt Should not be 
blamed for the Clayton affair. 

He was nominated and elected 
to Congress, and this began an tn- 
interrupted 22 years of service in 
the House. In the "80s, he was 
one of the three St. "Louis Repub- 
lican Congressmen, who were 
usually the only Republicans eleet- 
ed in the State. The others were 
Charies E. Pearce and Charles IF, 
Joy.

Congress, and Bartholdt decided to 
remain in Congress. He promoted 
the movement for a statue of ba- 
ron von Steuben in Washington, 
commemorating Steuben's services 
to this country in the Revolution. 
The statue was dedicated in 1911, 
and Congress voted to send a du- 
plicate to Emperor William Il of 
Germany. President Taft named 
Bartholdt as his personal repre- 
sentative to make the presenia- 
tion to the Kaiser. 
His Attitude in War. 

After the outbreak of the war in 
1914, Congressman Bartholdt be+ 
came active in the American Neu- 
trality League, a St. Louis organi- 
zation of strongly German tinge, 
which endeavored unsuccessfully to 
have an embargo placed on ship- 
ments of arms to the allied na- 
tions. The American munition 
market was equally open to Ger- 
many, but that country was unable 
to reach it because of the Allied 
control of the seas. Bartholdt pro- 
tested that, under the  circum- 
siances, it was an un-neutral act 
to sell munitions at all. 

A letter written by Bartholdt to 
a friend in Germany, eXpressing 
the hope that Germany would be 
victorious over ‘“perfidious En- 
gland,”” was made public in the 
controversy. Bartholdt got into 
other controversies in the period 
when American sentimeng on war 
issues Was developing. Of the 
sinking of the Lusitania he said 
that the killing of Americans Was 
deplorable, but that they were in 
the war zone, and taking the same 
chances that they would have been 
taking if they had visited the front 
line trenches. As a declaration .of 
war approached, he remonstrated, 
but said that, all Americans must 
stand behind ‘their, Government, in 
any action taken. 

He retired from’ Congress 
1915, and was succeeded by Jacob 
E, Méeker, who served one term, 
was renominated in 1916 and died 
soon afterward, Fred Essen being 
elected for the short term and C. 
A. Newton for the long term, New- 
ton represented the district up to 
1927, when the present represen- 
tative, H. F. Niedringhaus, suc- 
ceeded him. 

Wrote His Autobiography. 

Bartholdt was president of the 
Interparliamentary Union during 
his period in Congress, and was 
suggested as a candidate for thw 
Nobel peace prize. In recent years 
he wrote his autobiography, pub- 
lished under the title, “Froim Steer. 
age to Congress.” He made sev- 
eral visits to Germany since the 
war, and in 1929 visited the former 
Kaiser at Doorn, Holland, to go 
over with him the account of their 
two.former meéectings, which he 
Was preparing for his book. 
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tion. In 1924 he left the Repub- 
lican party, supporting Senator La- 
Follette, third party candidate, for 
President. In 1928, partly on the 
prohibition issue, and partly be- 
cause of his view of Herbert Hoo- 
ver’s attitude toward Germany, 
Bartholdt supported Gov. Smith 
for President. 

In recognition of his work for 
relief of Germany after the war, 
Mr. Bartholdt recently received 
the honorary title of citizen of the 
University of Jena 

Mrs. Bartholdt, who was former- 
ly Miss Cecilie Niedner, daughter 
of a St. Louls German newspaper 
publisher, died in 1924. Their only 
child died in infancy. In recent 
years, Mr. Bartholdt’s chief pur- 
suits had been a large correspond- 
ence with friends in this country 
and abroad, and the hobby of 
stamp collecting.

EX-GOVERNOR TAKEN TO JAIL 
ACCUSED OF EMBEZZLEMENT

—Lee M. Russell, once Governor 
of Mfssissippi, was arrested here 
today on charges of embezzlement 
and was locked in a cell with a 
motley group of prisoners’until his 
attorneys finally raised $1000 bond. 

The charges were brought by a 
salesman for a securities company 
of which Russell is secretary and 
treasurer. He was accused of fail- 
ing to credit payments made by 
purchasers of securities.

Majority Holds It Will ‘De-| 


Crime,” Minorit 
That It Will Add to En- 
forcement Difficulties.’

WASHINGTON, March 19.—A 
bill to permit 4 per cent beer was 
reported favorably by a Senate sub- 
committee today, with a majority 
contending it would “promote tem- 
perance and decrease crime,” while 
a minority held it would “add to 
enforcement difficulties.” 

The action laid the issue before 
the full Manufactures Committee, 
which is expected to decide soon 
whether to report it to the Senate. 

The measure, sponsored by Sef- 
ator Bingam <(Rep.), Connecticut, 
would amend the Volstead act to 
legalize the manufacture of beer 
containing not more than 4 per 
cent of alcohol by volume. It 
provides for the sale of beer only 
by brewers and dealers in the origi- 
nal package or case, except that the 
beer might be served in bottles by 
“legitimate hotels and restaurants.” 

A majority report favoring the 
bill was signed by two of the three 
members of the subcommittee, 
which conducted extensive hearings. 
They are Metcalf (Rep.), Rhode 
Island, chairman, and Bulkley 
(Dem.), Ohio. Hatfield (Rep.), 
West Virginia, dissented. 

The majority said 4 per cent beer 
was not intoxicating and that the 
bill would decrease crime and un- 
employment, promote temperance, 
assist agriculture, benefit the na- 
tional finances and be practical in 
operation. 

Hatfield questioned the constitu- 
tionality of the measure, and with 
reference to its practicability, said: 
“The national director of prohibi- 
tion gave it as his opinion that, as 
far as the difficulties of enforce- 
ment are concerned, this bill would 
almost immeasurably increase 
them.” 

The majority report said, in part: 
"The effect of prohibition seems 
to have been the driving of people 
to hard liquors, with a resultant 
increase in drunkenness, deaths 
from alcoholism and general law- 
lessness. The subcommittee  be- 
lieves the use of hard liquors would 
be greatly decreased if people 
were given an opportunity to pur- 
chase wholesome beer. 

“This bill will promote the cause 
of real temperance. At this time 
the young peeple of the country 
are drinKing “dangerous, habit- 
forming hard HKquors, there is a 
strong tendency in all youch to 
try out whatever has a suggestion 
of being unusual or exciting. They 
have thus been led to the use of 
hard liquors, much of which could 
be curtailed with the legalization 
of wholesome beer. 

“The wholesale ‘crime and drunk- 
enness which has grown out wf the 
eighteenth amendment and the 
Voistead act,has wrought terrible 
havoc in the dignity of law and the 
respect for its existence. A real 
moral crisis exists." 

The report said operators 
large hotels had testified to 
of business to “speakeasies” and 
contended that if the hotels were 
able to sell beer “many of the 
speakeasies, which breed contempt 
for law, would be driven out of 
existence.” 

The minoritw report said in part: 
“It is a well-known fact that sta- 
tistics of the arrests for drunk- 
enness are misleading. Before the 
passage of,the national prohibition 
act no man was considered irunk 
who was able to walk or be taken 
to his home. 

“It is common observation that 
drinking throughout the country at 
large has materially decreased 
since 1920. Modification of the 
existing law t» permit the sale of 
beer would not satisfy the demands 
of those who desire the legalized 
sale of hard liquors as well.. The 
measure, on the other hand, tas 
the united opposition of the prohi- 
bition organizations and church 
boards interested in the prohibition 
of the liquor traffic.” 
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Soviet Russia.” He was reminded 
that the rates were substantially 
lower than those existing this 
country during the war, and much 
lower than those now prevailing in 
Great Britain, but he went on: 
“This is a runaway House. You 
are adopting measures without 
proper consideration. I am telling 
you what is happening whether 
you like it or not. You are bring- 
ing about a time when the Gov- 
ernment must take over the rail- 
roads and banks. You are driving 
the Government into ownérship of 
land. There remains only one step 
for you to take—that of eliminat- 
ing wealth from figuring in the 
affairs of this country.” 

A sharp reply came from Rep- 
resentative Philip Swing, Califor- 
nia Progressive, who with La 
Guardia, New York Progressive, is 

charge of the opposition to the 
Original bill, he said there was no 
basis for a charge that increased 
surtaxes on great wealth was “a 
step toward Communism.” 


Says Original Bill Favored Rich. 

“On the contrary,” he said, “the 
action of the House was the great- 
est insurance that could be given 
the country against Communsim. 
Communism thrives on grievances, 
and the flagrant discrimination ex- 
isting in the graduated rates of the 
income surtax in the bill, whereby 
those with net incomes above $100,- 
000 a year were favored with a flat 
rate, while those with incomes be- 
low $100,000 were required to pay 
the graduated tax, increasing from 
$10,000 to $100,000, indicated to 
the country that the very rich 
were to be allowed one yardstick 
for measuring their obligations 
while those less fortunate ‘should 
be measured with another yard- 
stick. 

“Equality of treatment is a fun- 
damental American principle and 
since income taxes are based pri- 
marily upon ability to pay thére 
exists no reason whatever for end- 
ing the graduation of income taxes 
at the $100,000 figure. Of course, 
I favor as much as anyone balanc- 
ing the budget. The only issue is 
the question on whose backs the 
tax burden shall be put. It is an 
indisputable fact that the bill as 
presented to the House would have 
resulted in 75 per cent of the tax 
burden being paid by people who 
possess less than 25 per cent of the 
wealth of the country.” 

For Stock Sales Tax. 

La Guardia announced tonight 
that he would offer an amendment 
to impose a tax on stock sales of 
one-fourth of 1 per cent of the 
value of the stock. with a mini- 
mum of ~ cents a share. 

“In 1931—one of the worst 
market years in a generation—the 
total sum involved in stock sales 
was .approximately %50,000,000,- 
000," he said. “The total in 1929 
was $371,000,000,000. It can be 
seen that a tax on these sales 
would yield an enormous amount 
of revenue. Surely no one will con- 
tend that one-fourth of 1 per cent 
would be burdensome.” 

La Guardia estimated that “with 
the poorest market that we can 
imagine,” his proposal would pro- 
duce $200,000,000 of revenue a 
year, Swing estimated that the 
increased surtaxes would yield 
$120,000,000 more, and it was 
stated that the repeal of the cor- 
porations’ right to take credit for 
foreign taxes would bring in an- 
other $36,000,000. 

The last mentioned action was 
taken on motion of Representative 
Robert D. Johnson, representing 
the Seventh Missouri district, with 
the aid of Representative Cochran, 
St. Louis Democrat. It me yes- 
terday afternoon after two hours 
of tumultwous debate, during 
which several fist fights threat- 
ened on the floor. 

Party leaders declared the meas- 
ure would result in “double taxa- 
tion.” Its proponents retorted that 
it was intended to penalize Amer- 
ican corporations which establish 


benefit of cheap foreign labor, then 
ship their products home to com- 
pete with those produced by Amer- 
ican labor. Henry Ford and other 
automobile manufacturers were 
cited as examples. 

Turbulent Incidents in Debate. 

The discussion proceeded amid 
turbulent scenes. McCormack 
(Dem.), Boston, shouted that the 
house was dominated by “mob 
psychology.” Derisive boos greet- 
ed the statement. 

“You have no respect for prop- 
erty or business rights,” McCor~ 
mack repeated. “You made a fa- 
tal mistake yesterday when you 
voted for a surtax that will con- 
fiscate wealth. If you destroy, busi- 
ness you will destroy. the oppor- 
tunity to work.” 

When the vote was taken, 117 
stood up for Johnson’s aniend- 
ment, while the opposition totaled 
91. Unwilling to accept this ver- 
dict, the leaders called for a: teller 
vote, while party whips scoured 
corridors, offices and -restaufants 
for absen It was futile; the 
augmented ‘assemblage divided 159 
to 103 in favor of the amendment. 

Crisp Moves Adjournment. 

Up to this time the House had 
been acting in the committee of 
the whole. Acting Chairman Crisp 
of the Ways and Means Committee 
moved adjournment. 

“I will not criticise the oppon- 
ents of this bill,” he said. “I as- 
sume that everyone is acting from 
sincere motives. You have a per- 
fect right to do what you wil! with 
it, but frankly, I do not believe the 
House is in a proper mood to legis- 
late. I think it would do us all 
good to quit and cool off for a 
while,” La Guardia and Swing 
agreed that the request was fair, 
and Crisp’s motion was carried. 

Throughout their attack on the 
general sales tax proposal—de- 
scribed by Representative Cochran 
as an attempt to “tax everything 
except Bibles, pigs’ knuckles and 
admissions to the breadline’”’—op- 
ponents have promised to advance 
substitutes which will produce 
enough revenue to balance the Fed- 
eral budget. In the light of events, 
it is apparent that the House will 
vote drastic increases in  inheri- 
tance and gift taxes. 

For Heavier Levy on Estates. 

Under tha original bill estate 
taxes would be levied on a grad- 
uated scale culminating in a 40 per 
cent rate on estates of more than 
$10,000,000, Representative David 
Lewis, Maryland Democrat, has 
pointed out that this Government 
collects only $25,000,000 a year 
from inheritances, while Great 
Britain, with half our wealth, col- 
lects $450,000,000. 

Proposing a more steeply grad- 
uated scale, he asked why the max- 
imum surtax on incomes should 
apply on amounts above $100,000, 


while the maximum estate tax did | 


not apply until the $10,000,000 fig- 
ure was passed. He proposed a 
scale, beginning on inheritances of 
more than $590,000, identical with 
the surtax scale, and said it would 
yield $867,000,000 a year. 

As has been explained, the pur- 
pose behind the whole bill is that 
of raising additional revenue with 
which to wipe out the treasury 
deficit which is growing at the 
rate of $7,800,000 a day. The fight 
in Congress is over the means by 
which the new money is to be 
raised. 

After the House adjourned, Crisp 
announced a Ways and Means sub- 
committee would recommend ad- 
ditional exemptions to the sales tax 
which are expected to allay many 
objections to the bill and bring it 
more supporters. 

The exemptions, to be passed on 
by the full group Monday, are: 
Ice cream and malted milk, lard 
and its substitutes, sausages, frank- 
furters, malt syrup used in bread 
making liquids use“ in spraying 
fruit trees, radio leased wires and 
grape juices used by soda foun- 
tains and in non-alcoholic bever- 
ages.

There was marked similarity be- 
tween the attempt to steal John- 
son’s daughter and the theft of 
Lindbergh's son.

RARE ORCHID SHOWN 
AT SHAW'S GARDEN 


‘Chinela’ First of Light Variety 
of Tree Lady Slippers Grown 
Outside Native Panama. 


" Shaw's Garden today is intro- 
ducing a new flower to the United 
States—the first ‘“‘Chinela” orchid 
to bloom in this country, and the 
first of the light variety of these 
tree lady-slippers to bloom ny- 
where outside their native Panama. 

It is the first plant to flower of 
a number discovered by Superin- 
tendent George H. Pring in 1927 
after a month’s orchid-hunt in the 
fertile: Chirigui region. Many col- 
lectors had searched for it, even 
the late C. W. Powell, who gave 


his famous Panama orchii garden 


to the St. Louis institution, had 
been unable to find it, for it grows 
on the topmost boughs of lofty 
trees, and is believed to be virtu- 
all extinct in Panama. 

These were found on the coffee 
*‘finca.”’ or plantat’on of A. Guter- 
iez at Palo Alto. The planter de- 
clared he'd. never seen a Chinela, 
Pring related, but invited him and 
Manager A. A. Hunter of the 
Shaw's Garden Tropical Station to 
search the recently felled trees in 
a new clearing. 

“Hunter had a touch of dysen- 
tery, so we made him comfortable 
while I set off with a guide to the 
clearing,’ recalled the  orchid- 
hunter. “It wads a paradise. In 
two hours we had three sacks full 
of rarities, but no Chinela, and the 
Chinela was thé main object of my 
trip to Panama. 

“Then I caught a bare glimpse 
of some orchid growing far out on 
a fallen tree, and climbed for it. 
I got down with the orchid in my 
mouth, took one good look and ran 
to find Hunter with the cry, “The 
Chinela!’ Hunter forgot all about 
his dysentery, and worked like a 
fiend with me for an hour, while 
we found about 30 more of the rare 
plants.” 

Others were found at another 
plantation. Half the. plants were 
left at the tropical station at Bal- 
boa, but died in a few months, 
within 100 miles of their native 
habitation, while the remaining 
plants were flourishing in the 11- 
greenhouse. orchid range at Gray 
Summit. Discovered in 1865, the 
Chinela has been described as the 
hardest of all orchids to propagate.

The four directors of the holding 
company, who were directors in the 
bark, have no inclination to con- 
tribute that amount for the bene- 
fit of depositors and creditors. 

With the recent announcement 
that the Comptrolier of the Cur- 
rency at Washington would assess 
Vandeventer Bank stockholders 


100 per cent of the par value of 
their stock, $250,000, it was dis- 
closed that the largest of about 100 
stockholders was the Metropolitan 
Holding Co., a corporation, with 
about 750 of the 2500 shares. 

This company was organized last 
May’ by Vandeventer 3ank direc- 
tors to finance the purchase of 
1315 shares of the bank's stock 
from another syndicate at $80 a 
share. The stock was then to be 
sol. at $110 a share to Jhose of the 
stockholders who were willing to 
assist in a plan to reinforce the 
financial structure of the bank, by 
adding to the bank’s surplus the 
$80-a-share difference between the 
cosf of the stock and the price 
they would pay. 

The Metropolitan Holding Co. in- 
corporators and first board of di- 
rectors. were: J. B. Corby, presi- 
dent of the Corby Supply Co.; Max 
Lippmann, president 5S. Pfeiffer 
Mfg. Co.; L., E. Dorr, president 
Dorr & Zeller Catering Co. and 
Edgar L. Miche, president Metro- 
politan Pharmacy. 

1315 Shares for $105,200. 

The Metropolitan company, last 
May, purchased from the Reorgan- 
ization Investment Co., a firm cre- 
ated to liquidate the assets of the 
defunct brokerage firm of Lorenzo 
E. Anderson, the 1315 shares of 
Vandeventer Bank stock for $105,- 
~00. 

That block of stock had been 
owned by the Vandeventer Securi- 
ties Co. and was deposited as col- 
lateral in the brokerage ‘house 
when it was closed. 

A group of stockholders in the 
Vandeventer Bank subscribed in 
advance at $110 a share a suffi- 
cient amount to enable the Metro- 
politan company to get possession 
of the stock, at which time a loan, 
with’ the stock as collateral, was 
negotiated at a downtown bank 
by the holding company. The Re- 
organization Investment Co. got the 
borrowed money as the balance 
due for the stock. 

As the months advanced, stock- 
holders purchased at the advanced 
price almost 600 shares of the 
stock, adding nearly $18,000 to the 
bank’s surplus. 

Bank Closed Jan. 4. 

Conditions at the bank, however, 
grew worse and the morning of 
Jan. 4 found the institution's doors 
at 3565 Olive street closed. A re- 
ceiver, Joseph F. Holland, was ap- 
pointed and the bank was placed 
in charge of the Comptroller of 
the Currency. The announcement 
followed that stockholders would 
be assessed 100 per cent of the par 
value of their stock under the Fed- 
eral double liability law, indicat- 
ing that the amount to be realized 
in liquidation of assets would fall 
at least $250,000 short of claims. 

The situation was further com- 
plicated when it was learned that 
a large proportion of the bank's 
stock was held by the incorporated 
Metropolitan Holding Co. Normal- 
ly, shareholders in a corporation 


are not personally liable for the |’

San Francisco to “end it all,” 

Cullings had received a letter 
from the woman, .Mrs. W: I. 
Brown, teiling him of her predica- 
ment. She said she lived near 
Boulder Creek, Cal., in the Santa 
Cruz Mountains. 

“It is wrong, regardless of your 
present belief,” said Cullings, hop- 
ing the message would ceach her, 
since she had said she would listen 
to him over the radio once more. 
“T am ‘writing: you a special deliv- 
ery letter ... with a plan for a 
new and worthwhile start in life.” 

Cullings' has never seen Mrs, 
Brown, but has corresponded with 
the family since her invalid son, 
who died recently, wrote that they 
listened nightly to his broadcasts, 

San Francisco police were fear- 
ful that even thefr watch of the 
waterfront would prove ineffective.

TE KILLED WOMAN 


Young. Apache, However, 
Admits Being Drunk, 
Having Fight With. Re- 
search Student in Ravine. 


By the Associated Press. 

GLOBE, Ariz., March 19,--Mae 
(Golney) Seymour, young Apache 
Indian, categorically denied for the 
first time from the witnéss ‘chair 
today that he killed Heririetta 
Schmerler, Columbia University 
student of anthropology. 

Both defense and Government 
rested upon his unexpected avowal 
of innocence. 

United States Attorney John ‘C. 
Gung’l failed in a day-long, slash- 
ing cross-examination to break 
Seymour’s previous direct teati- 
mony. The Indian testified he aas 
intoxicated and had not intended to 
kill the young woman last July 
18 after alleged intimacies at the 
White River Apache reservation 
where she wae doifig research work. 
The case will go to the jury some 
time Monday, only instructing of 
the jury by Judge Albert M. Sames 
and closing arguments of counsel 
remaining to be completed. 

Miss Schmerler’s body was found 
July 24. Seymour previously had 
asserted he did not know she was 
dead until after that time. 

“Do you tell this jury you did 
not cut that girl that night or any 
other time?” demanded Gung’! 
after exhaustive questioning. 

This and other questions brought 
from the Indian only fresh repu- 
diation of confession he is purport. 
ed to have made to J. A. Street, 
Department of Justice agent, on 
Nov. 1. 

“I did not cut her,” Seymour de- 
clared stolidly. 

“Do you deny killing that girl, 
to this jury?” 

“I did not kill her.”’ 

“And you were drunk,” acount 
Gung’l. 

“Yes—I was drunk,” Seymour 
answered readily through an inter- 
preter. 

“You were so drunk you didn’t 
know what you were doing,” the 
United States Attorney declared. 

“I was not so drunk I cannot 
remember,” denied the Apache. “If 
I was too drunk I could not re- 
mem ber.”’ 

Under Gung'l’s interrogation, 
Seymour repeated without devia- 
tion the story he told in direct tes- 
timony of a fight he admitted hav- 
ing with the white woman in the 
ravine where her body was found. 

Taking of testimony ended with- 
out John P. Dougherty, Seymour's 
counsel, succeeding in repeated ef- 
forts to force before the jury al- 
leged facts regarding the Colum- 
bia student’s- character and her 
behavior on the reservation. 

Judge Sames said he did not 
consider the woman’s character or 
reservation activities to have any 
bearing on the charge of murder 
against Seymour. 

Dougherty was allowed to read 
into the court record, in the ab- 
sence of the jury, a. statement of 
what he desired to establish, for 
the purpose of appeal, should ap- 
peal become necessary. 

“I desire to offer and am pre- 
pared to offer evidence to show,” 
Dougherty told.the court, “Miss 
Schmerler did not confine her ac- 
tivities to study of anthropology as 
testified by Miss Ruth Underhill 
(assistant secretafy of the Colum- 
bia department of anthropology, 
prosecution witness.) 

‘TJ want to prove Miss Schmerl- 
er was engaged in study of abnor- 
mal sex impulses of the Indians, 
and that her conduct was. such as 
to arouse indignation and cause the 


Indians of the reservation to ques- 
tion her morals.”

Stewart’s Name Oonsidered. 

At this time they are giving first 
consideration to Dr. James Stew- 
art, secretary of the State Board 
of Health and Health Commis- 
sioner. Stewart, however, is in the 
position of being forced to refuse 
to enter the race against Winter 
after having promised Winter his 
support. The only way Stewart 


to release him from his pledge, and 
the growing indications are that 
Winter will be told by the St. Louis 
organization leaders that unless he 
does release Stewart, some other 
wet candidate will be brought out.

‘Enlargement in the’ size of 
classes in the Sst. Louis high 
schools is suggested by the Bureau 
of Municipal Research, private re- 
search Organization, as a means of 
saving a sum estimated at. $400,- 
000 a year. The'saving would be 
made through lessening the num- 
ber of teachers required, 

The Bureau of Municipal Re- 
to President 
Richard Murphy of the Board of 
Education on this~matter, did not 
give any figures as to the present 
size of high school classes, but said 
they were smaller than in the high 
schools of other leading cities. 

“The Superintendent of Instruc- 
tion,”’ the bureau stated, “has made 
a statement that St. Louis has the 
smallest number of high school and 
junior high school pupils per class 
in any of the 10 largest cities re- 
porting to the National Educational 
“Association. If St. Louis high school 
classes were increased to the aver- 
age in the other cities reporting, a 
saving of approximately $400,000 
would result next year.” 

Superintendent Gerling was not 
not reached last night, when an 
attempt was made to get his ver- 
sion of this matter. Educators 
generally consider large classes un- 
desirable, and hold that better in- 
struction can be given when the 
class is small enough to permit in- 
dividual attention to the students. 

In its letter to Murphy, the Bu- 
rea repeated its suggestions of 
economy in wholesale purchasing, 
to make a large saving in the next 
year’s school budget, and a mora- 
torium on salary increases, which 
it has estimated would save $250,- 
000 for the year. 

The Bureau Says it has not ad- 
vocated a cut in salaries, though 
other cities have made such cuts 
it states that salary cuts are com- 
mon in private business, and that 
the cost of living .in St. Louis has 
decreased by an- estimated 11 per 
cent in the past year.

Game Commissioner Ross Asks 
Missouri Sportsmen to 
Express Views. 


‘By the Associated Press. 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 19.— 


John H. Koss, State Game and Fish 
‘Commissioner, today asked Mis- 
souri sportsmen to express their 
views on the proposal to place a 
tax of one cent on each shotgun 
shell, which will come up for con- 
sideration before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Wild Life in Washing- 
ton April 4. Ross said he opposed 
the bill since he was not convinced 
that it is “in reality a waterfowl 


restoration bill.’’ i 

“as a matter of principle I am 
opposed to the cent-a-shell tax, at 
least until I am better informed 
on the bill, as it would apply to 
Missouri,” Ross said. 

"The bill provides for distribution 
of 5 per cent of the money raised 
by this tax for additional Federal 
administration, research and en- 
forcement; 55° per cent of the bal- 
ance to the game departments of 
the various states, based on the 
number of hunting licenses issued 
in each State, with the proviso that 
the State Game departments may, 
upon request, refund to individuals 
and trapshooting clubs the amount 
of tax paid by such clubs or mem- 
bers used at the traps. The remain- 
ing 45 per cent would be expended 
by the Federal Government for the 
increase of waterfowl, through ac- 
quisition or control of migratory 
game birds. 

Ross said he thought the cent-a- 
shell taxpayers would have “no as- 
surance that their money would be 
used for their benefit.”

He 
also pointed out that legislative ac- 
tion would be necessary in Missouri 
before any of the money raised by 
the tax could be accepted or spent.

200 Customers and 125 
Employes Are Driven 
From Quarters of Mis- 
sissippi Valley Trust Co. 


Dense clouds of offensive brown 
and gray smoke from a chemical 
bomb placed under a check coun- 
ter in the first floor banking room 


‘of the Mississippi Valley Trust Co., 


Broadway and Olive street, scat- 
tered about 200 customers and 125 
employes in the room shortly be- 
fore noon yesterday. 

In the confusion an elderly man 
who placed the bomb ran from the 
scene and escaped by the Olive 
street entrance. The other men 
seen loitering near the counter, in 
the southeast corner of the room 
near the tellers’ cages, walked lei- 
surely to the doors. 

The man who placed the bomb 
was described as being of slight 
build and wearing a blue topcoat, 
gray felt .hat and gold-rimmed 
glasses. Witnesses said he hesitat- 
ed about 20 feet away from the 
bomb after he had placed it and 
then broke into a run. 

Fumes filled that section of the 
room and drifted to other parts of 
the floor. Although no attempt 


| was made to rob the bank, Chief 


of Police Gerk said the nature of 
the bomb indicated it might have 
been intended to make a smoke 
screen for robbery during the re- 
sultant confusion. 

Bank officials were at a loss for 
an explanation, although one 


thought it might have been the | 


work of a crank. 

The bomb, contained in a smal! 
case Of wood and leather, consist- 
ed of three lead cylinders, which 
had evidently contained a chemical 
mixture, a small clock and two 
small dry cell batteries. Only 
charred remains were left after the 
bomb had burned itself out. 

Police and firemen arrived soon 
after the bomb went off and cus- 
tomers and employes were able to 
return within a short time. 

Michael B. Collins, former po- 
liceman, gave a description of the 
man who placed the bomb and of 
the two other men seen nearby. He 
tried to kick the lid of the case 
shut when it was thrown open by 
the mechanism, but failed. An 
analysis of the residue in the case 
will be made to determine the na- 
ture of the bomb. 


ADMITS MURDER 18 YEARS AGO 
AND IS RESENTENCED TO DIE 


Man Who Lived as Louis Ross Con- 
fesses He Is Frank Pauletta; 
Caught in Mine Chase.

CLARKSBURG, W. Va., March 
19.—A man who hid in the obscur- 
ity of a Pennsylvania mining set- 
tlement as Louis Ross, admitted to- 
night that he is Frank Pauletta, 
who escaped from jail here 18 
years ago—a few days before he 
was to have been hanged. 

He was captured after a 
chase with a private investigator 
far down in a Coverdale (Pa.) 
mine some months ago. 

Today, still protesting a mistake 
in his identity, he was resentenced 
to death and was preparing to 
leave for the State prison in 
Moundsville, when he summoned 
Sheriff*W. B. Grimm. Grimm an- 
nounced the confession. 

Pauletta,. prison records show, 
fought with and killed another 
miner, Frank Giliberti, in a dispute 
over a woman at Pinnickinnick, 
Jan. 18, 1914. 

Pauletta fled. Bloodhounds 
trailed him through the mountains 
to Grafton, W. Va., where he was 
captured as he leaped aboard a 
passing train, -He was sentenced 
to be hanged May 19 of that year, 
but a few days before the execu- 
tion date, he and two other pris- 
oners escaped from the little stone 
jail in Clarksburg. A feW years 
ago, William Pritt of Brownsville, 
Pa., took up the hunt. Finally 
tracing Pauletta to the Coverdale 
(Pa.) mine, he captured him only 
after a three-mile chase through 
the workings.

First, perhaps, 
comes the new “dead ball” rule 
which prohibits a ball carrier from 
advancing once any part of his 
body, except his feet, has touched 
the ground. The rule as it stands 
would be most revolutionary, but 
the betting among coaches right 
now is that there will be extenuat- 
ing interpretations before the sea- 
son rolls around. This will be 
touched upon later.

‘Wedge Still Here,’ 
Says Coach Walsh. 


Let’s have a talk with “Chile” 
Walsh, head coach of St. Louis Uni- 
versity, now directing spring prac- 
tice, on some of these points.

This 
was not true for 1930 and 1931. The 
Federal Reserve reports, using an index of 
100 for the year 1923, show that the de- 
partment store index—in dollars, not vol- 
ume in goods—was 125 in 1929, 124 plus 
in 1930 and 123 in 1931. Unless present 
‘“‘psychology”’ changes, however, there will 
be a decided decrease in the index for 
1932. 

“Other standards show that conditions 
in Washington are practically normal. In 
1930 and 1931, telephone installations and 
daily calls increased over 1929. Bank de- 
posits made a new high in 1931. Elec- 
tricity and gas consumption has steadily 
increased. For the first six months of 
1931, clearing house operations were only 
4 per cent under the similar period in 
1930. 4 
Building Trade Slack. 

In .the last six months of 1931, more 
automobiles were sold in the District of 
Columbia than in any similar previous 
period. Such sales in , other districts 
dropped an average of 20 per cent in 
comparison with-1930. Postal receipts 
last year were slightly under 1930. 

The industry that has heen hit the hard- 
est in the last few years in the district is 
private building. This was partly because 
the city was overbuilt, and partly because 
of the frauds disclosed in the trials of the 
bankrupt realty companies. The biggest 
year for this industry showed expenditures 
of $54,000,000. This decreased to $37,- 
000,000 in 1929, when for the most part 
of the year the country was prosperous; 
to $28,000,000 in 1930, and from- there 
rose to $32,000,000 last year. 

Dorsey Hyde of the Chamber of Com- 
merce believes that Washington has es- 
caped much of the depression thus far be- 
cause it has had no “booms” and because 
employment has been more stabilized than 


“Many people,” he said, “believe that 
Government is the only industry in Wash- 
ington. This is not so. The population of 
the metropolitan area of the district— 
within a radius of 20 miles—is about 650.- 
000. Of these about 300,000 are wage 
earners. We estimate that not more than 
90,000 of these wage earners are on the 
Federal payroll. Of course, many of the 
remainder are in work depending directly 
or indirectly on the Government. But the 
point is, employment is relatively steady 
and voluntary turnover is relatively small. 


Sales at Even Volume. 

“Wages of Government workers ‘are still 
slightly uncer the average wages of the 
rest of the country even in these days of 
depressed wages. Tiis is not as bad as it 
seems. Many Federal workers have a sort 
of job iusurance in the civil service. Also 
they haven’t the individual responsibility 
that is necessary in private business. 


“With steady employment, the workers 
can plan expenditures and merchants can 
count on steady sales. With the excep- 
tion of one‘newspaper, advertising has held 
up well here, and one newspaper last year 
was second in volume in the United 
States.” ° 

Census Bureau figures supported Hyde’s 
observations, Steady employment has de- 
veloped a large ‘middle class.” Of the 
47,190 homes in the District of Columbia, 
36,610, or 77.6 per cent were valued be- 
tween $3000 and $15,000. The largest 
group of homes, valued between $7500 
and $10,000, numbered 12,287, or 26 per 
cent of the total. The average value of 
the district home was $9246, according to 
Census Bureau statistics. 

The number of rented homes and apart- 
ments also revealed a large ‘‘middle class”’ 
population. Of the 75,223 rented homes, 


61,575 had monthly rentals between $20 


and $100. This accounted for 81.9 per 
cent of the total rented homes.

and illicit sale and manufacture 
of spirits.”

Finland is there little respect for 
dry legislation. But, according 
to the Foreign Minister, the Fin- 
nish Government at first was 
helpless to provide a remedy. Par- 
liament bad voted the country 
dry, and because of a small but 
militant dry minority, the legisla- 
tors did the usual thing of “‘drink- 
ing wet and voting dry.”  Pro- 
hibition in politics has long been 
a bugaboo in Finland.

: Commission Governnrent in Missouri. 
©> the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

AM glad to see the editorial on com- 

mission government in Kirkwood. I 

prepared a master’s thesis at the 
University of Missouri in 1931 on the 
history of the adoption of the commis- 
sion plan in the 12 Missouri cities that 
have it and on how it is working ‘in 
Webster Groves, Kirksville and Cape Gi- 
rardeau. ‘Monett, Aurora, West Plains, 
Cape Girardeau, Bonne Terre, Maple- 
wood, Webster Groves, Kirkwood, Kirks- 
ville and Maryville are operating as 
third-class commission governed cities. 
Springfield and Joplin operate under the 
second-class city law. Maryville has 
concentrated all executive powers in the 
Mayor’s hands so in fact it has a city 
manager. Excelsior Springs is the only 
fhird-class city operating under the third- 
class city manager law. 
» Webster Groves, Cape Girardeau and 
Kirksville are getting a very satisfactory 
type of city government under the com- 
ynission plan. The people have confi- 
dence in the plan, are generally satisfied 
with the management of city affairs, feel 
that ordinary party politics plays prac- 
tically no part in the selection of of- 
ficials, and think that selfish ward dif- 
ferences are practically unknown. The 
fact that responsibility lies in the hands 
of three, four or five men makes the 


structure simple and easily understood. } 


The appointive officers have relatively 
long tenures, are seldom turned out on 
account of politics, but the terms of the 
commissioners have generally been rath- 
er short. This is weakness. The han- 
dling of finance in the three cities has 
not been scientific, but they live within 
thelr revenues and in general the tax 
rate has been relatively low and the 
money has been well handled. The con- 
ditions in city departments are very 
satisfactory, the spirit ofpersonne)] good, 
‘and police ahd fire protection is ade- 
quate. The police department of Web- 
ster Groves is outstanding. Politics ap- 
parently has not entered fnto law en- 
forcement on any great scale. 

Cape Girardeau and Hirksville have 
never considered going to the city man- 
ager plan and there seems to be very 
little sentiment for such a change. Web- 
ster Greves turned down the city man- 
ager charter a year ago. The sentiment 
there scems to be to “let well enough 
alone.” A demand for a return to the 
Mayor-council system does not seem to 
exist. The people of these towns are 
satisfied. 

The weaknesses of the plan are these: 
(1) Administration is not centralized and 
is weak in some ways and because of 
this (2) administration is not scientific 
in the sense that the head administrator 
is an expert who gives all his time and 
thought to city service; (3) an execu- 
tive: budget has not been adopted al- 
though expenditures are planned: (4) 
the best methods of sclecting, classify- 
ing and keeping records on personnel 
are not used. The strength of the sys- 
tem lies in the fact that the plan is 
simple,- shifting responsibility is impos- 
sible, party and ward politics are omit- 
ted, the government can act’very quick- 
ly, reorganization and change of policv 
can be effected at once. Each of these 
cities had a great deal of trouble under 
the Mayor-council system. The prob- 
lems have disappeared under the com- 
mission plan. They could undoubtedly 
still make improvement by going to the 
city manager plan. The manager would 
not have to be a trained expert. Most 
cities have local men who would be good 
managers. The Mayor of one of these 
cities told me that if he had control 
of all departments that he believéd he 
could save the city from $3000 to $7000 
annually. The city clerk in each case is 
a very efficient man, has been on the 
job quite a while and, in my judgment, 
would make a very good manager.

litical conventions by popular Votes. His hope is 
that the bill’may become a law in time to be effec- 
tfve this year. Under the bill, a referendum vote 
}would be held throughout the country, June 7, and 
as a result of that referendum the state delegations 
would be bound to vote in the national conventions. 

The far-reaching consequences of the proposal are 
at once apparent. It would én effect extend to presi- 
dential nominations the popular control extended to 
the nomination of candidates for Governor and Unit- 
ed States Senator by the state primary. Speaking 
of the evils which he seeks to correct through his 
pill, Senator La Follette said: “Unless the Ameri- 
can people are afforded a popular vote in advance of 
the Chicago conventions, the Republican nominee 
will be named by delegates controlled by the use 
of Federal patronage. The Democratic nominee ‘will 
be named under the two-thirds rule as the result of 
secret deals and trades among the bosses of powerful 
machines in the larger cities of the country. In 
neither convention will more than 20 per cent of 


'|the delegates be under a direct vote of the people 


on the leading candidates. The convention system 
has degenerated into a farce.” 

In view of Senator La Follette’s proposal, it is in 
order to inquire into the status of the presidential 
primary, which was brought into existence to give 
the voters a chance to express their preference as 
to nominees within their respective parties. Has it 
fallen short of its mark, and if so, why and how? 
There are now only 15 states in which the voter 
may indicate a choice for the presidential nominee, 
either directly or by casting a vote for delegates 
pledged to a particular candidate. These states are 
Illinois, California, Maryland, Massachusetts, Michi- 
gan, Nebraska, New Hampshire, New Jersey, North 
Dakota, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, South Dakota, 
West Virginia and Wisconsin. Under state laws, 
Florida and Alabama party organizations have the 
right to conduct elections to ascertain the Voters’ 
presidential choice. In New York, district delegates 
to party conventions are selected by popular vote, 
it being optional with these district delegates whether 
they indicate their preference for the presidential 
nominee. 

It is now more than 20 years since the first full- 
fledged presidéntial primary was instituted in Ore 
gon. Following the close races between Woodrow 
Wilson and Champ Clark for the Democratic nomi- 
nation and between William Howard Taft and The- 
odore Roosevelt in 1912, the presidential primary en- 
joyed fairly rapid extension. In the year of the Wil-

The presidential primaries which are now being 
held make clear the cause for the dissatisfaction. In 
[llinois, the Republican voter who asks for his party’s 
primary ballot, April 12, will find the name of but 
one Republican candidate listed. It will not be that 
of President Hoover, who obviously is the outstand- 
ing Republican candidate, but that of a comparative 
unknown, Dr. Joseph Irwin France, former Senator 
from Maryland. The Democratic voter will fare no 
better. Only the name of Senator James Hamilton 
Lewis, INinois’ Democratic favorite son, will appear 
on his ballot. The North Dakota primary at least af- 
forded the voters a choice within their respective 
parties, but the value of choosing between Dr. France 


and “Alfalfa Bill” Murray is none too appafent. . 

The fault lies in the fact that these primaries are 
for the most part merely advisory. The candidates 
know that the ultimate choice will be made in the 
conventions. They prefer not to be bothered, it 
would seem, by state contests which are not binding. 
Hence, favorite sons enter and carry the presidential 
primaries in their own states. A few candidates 
make better use of the device, but unless more of 
them do, it cannot function as its founders intended. 

A few instances from political history will show 
of how little value the presidential primary is’ when 
candidates make no more use of it than they do now. 
Taft was victor in but one state primary, yet he was 
nominated in 1912. In 1920 Harding carried only 
Ohio, his home State, and became his party’s nomi- 
nee. John W. Davis was the Democratic candidate 
in 1924, although he did not enjoy the support of a 
single primary delegation. 

The state primary laws which provide popular se- 
lection of candidates for such offices as Governor and 
United States Senator have proved an important step 
in behalf of true representative government. There- 
by much of the power of the boss has been taken 
from him. The unprincipled political leader who 
could buy out a state convention for his own selfish 
ends cannot buy the people of a state. It would be 
a great advance for democratic government -if the 
same change could be brought about in our nomina- 
tion of candidates for the presidency.

They did see something. The Supreme Justice freed 
the woman convicted in the lower court and apolo- 
gized to her in the name of the Emperor.

The inevitable corollary to the increase of Federal 
income surtaxes up to a maximtm of 65 per cent, 
as voted by the House Friday, is a corresponding in- 
crease in the estate tax. Congressman La Guardia 
of New York has announced he intends to press for 
such legislation. The estate tax section of the new 
revenue bill will be discussed by the House before 
it reaches the general sales tax provision. If the 
lines hold, an increase in the estate tax is likely to 
be voted which may lead to automatic dropping or 
decided revision of the sales tax proposal, since ‘it 
may no longer be necessary to levy a sales tax. 

The revenue possibilities of Micreasing the estate 
tax are far greater than administration spokesmen 
have been willing to admit. The present levy ranges 
from 1 per cent for the first $50,000 to 20 per cent 
for estates above $10,000,000, with an exemption of 
$100,000 and other allowances for gifts to eharity, in- 
surance, debts and state estate taxes. This pro- 
duced $64,769,000 in 1930, but fell to $48,078,000 last 
year. By an increase to a maximum of 45 per cent, 
Congressman Ramseyer estimates it would yield 
$500,000,000 a year. 

Prof. E. R. A. Seligman, the economist, goes fur- 
ther into the potentialities of the estate tax. Should 
this country adopt the rates used in England, where 
the maximum is 50 per cent, it would get $650,000,- 
000 a year, he points out. This would be more than 
enough to render unnecessary the general sales tax, 
which was expected to produce $595,000,000, as well 
as the broadening of the income tax base by low- 
ering exemptions, which was to add comparatively few 
millions. Kngland’s 50 per cent maximum tax is high, 
but it does not approach those levied.in other coun- 
tries. France, for example, has a maximum of 98 
per cent. Secretary Mellon’s original proposal, for 
an increase of 25 per cent, thus was exceedingly mod-

erate or, as Prof. Seligman termed it, “absurdly in- 


adequate.” The House Ways and Means Committee 
increased this to 40 per cent, the limit in the 1924 
Revenue Act, which had been whittled down as a re- 
sult of Mr. Mellon’s recommendations. 

The social justification for an increase in the es- 
tate tax, accompanied by a gift tax to prevent eva- 
sion, is usually admitted, It is generally agreed that 
the maldistribution of wealth has led to many of the 
country’s evils, and a high tax on estates would serve 
to check this increasing tendency. Senator Couzens. 
himself a wealthy man, says on this subject: 

The estate tax is a just tax and does not in 
the least stifle enterprise, initiative and the 
accumulation of wealth. The objects. of estate 
and inheritance taxes are, first, to prevent the 
accumulation of wealth in the hands of those who 
contribute little or nothing to its creation, and, 
second, to lighten the burdens of taxation’ weigh- 
ing 80 heavily on the backs of the masses. 

Heavy taxation of large esta‘es has had support in 
high quarters, including Presidents Roosevelt, Taft 
and Wilson. Mr. Roosevelt, in his message to Con- 
gress of December, 1906, advocated taking this step, 
not as a revenue measure, but for the primary pur- 
pose of placing “a constantly increasing burden on 
the inheritance of those swollen fortunes which it is 
certainly of no benefit to this country to perpetuate.” 
Fortunes have immensely increased since that time. 
It is not to be wondered that the financial dilemma 
in which the Government finds itself should revive 
with emphasis the argument, not historic with us, for 
heavy inheritance taxes. 

High estate taxes have been the common lot of 
nations in the post-war period, and seemingly Con- 
gress is indisposed to make our own country an ex- 
ception. If it goes as far as some of the Européan 
parliaments have gone, the great American fortunes 
of the past could become in time as wonderful as were 
the huge mammals of the Jurassic.

Revolt in the House of Representatives, such as 
has occurred over the tax bill, has been a compara: 

Owing to 
the docility of the Denfocrats, the herd instinct of 
the Republicans and a set of rules muffling debate and 
paralyzing legislative initiative, the House, in gen- 
eral, has operated like a well-oiled machine. .

Someone told him that the United States 
Government had prepared pamphlets on 
10,000 subjects and that he might find a 
Government pamphlet on fireflies. -

til finally he came to a quiet little indi- 
vidual behind a desk, who acknowledged 
that many years ago he had written a bul- 
letin on the subject, and dug out a copy. 
They discussed it at length and finally the 
Englishman, his face wreathed in smiles, 
said, ““My friend, I thank ygu!”’ 

“Don't thank me,"’ responded the firefly 
expert. “For years I studied that par- 
ticular subject and you are the first man 
who has ever been in to see me about it. 
Don't thank me. I thank you.”

While this story may not be authentic, 
since search discloses no record of a bulle- 
tin on fireflies, it is fairly illustrative of the 
general public usefulness of many of the 
publications that are put out by depart- 
ments of the Government. 

With Government economy the watchword 
of the moment, approximately 300,000 
pamphlets, documents and bound books, 
many profusely illustrated, are scattered 
over the country every working day of the 
year by Uncle Sam. The output of one 
week of five and a half working days is 


practically equivalent numerigally to the 


annual output of books by one of the larg- 
est American publishers, Harper & Bros. 

Of course not all the Government pub- 
lications are bound volumes. The great 
majority are pamphlets and documents, but 
if the expenses of preparation are consid- 
ered, the total cost of putting out some of 
the more elaborate «pamphlets must be 
much greater than the cost of printing the 
ordinary novel, despite the difference in 
length and binding, Years of research are 
behind some of them.

In a huge, dingy brick building not far 
from the Capitol an army of more than 
5000 men is engaged in the ‘ mechanical 
work of printing this mass of information. 

The Government Printing Office igs the 
largest printing establishment in the world.. 
In the fiscal year 1931, it put out 3%,400,-. 
447,250 copies* printed matter, of which 
astounding number 88,524,736 were publi- 
cations of Government departments rang- 
ing all the way from an Agriculture De- 
partment bulletin on the value of skunks 
to a 25-volume set, “The Writings of George 
Washington,” issued in conjunction with 
the bicentennial, 

Most of these documents are distributed 
free, although for some there is a nominal 
charge, most frequently 5 cents and rarely 
over $1. .With many of the more preten- 
tious publications, a limited number are 
printed for free distribution and.after the

for a moderate charge.

Thousands 
are’ very valuable, while some are simply 
amusing. No doubt the recent announce- 
ment of an elaborate treatise from the De- 
_partment of Agriculture on “Flowering 
Behavior of the Hog Peanut in Response to 
Length of Day” will bring a thrill to some 
inquiring horticulturist somewhere, but the 
tremendous expense involved in preparing 
and printing most of them is being assailed 
as governmental waste. 

The total annual cost of all these docu- 
ments never will be known. It is superbly 
and impregnably concealed in the mass of 
budgetary figures for the departments. The 
appropriation last year for printing alone 
was $15,520,000. This sum hardly would be 
worthy of serious complaint, in view of 
the unquestioned value of many of the pub- 
lications, if it were not for the fact it rep- 
resents but a small part of the real cost to 
the Government. 

Nearly all of these pamphlets are acien- 
tifically prepared. Experts trained in the 
special subject involved make prolonged 
investigations while under salary from the 
Government at experts’ rates. Frequently 
they have to travel about considerably, 
which results in an expense account. Some- 
times they even go to foreign countries. Ex- 
penditures for laboratory experiments are 
often necessary.

The Department of Agriculture teal all 
the rest in the volume of its publications. 
There wefe 29,866,506 separate pamphiets 
and leaflets printed for ft during the last 
fiscal yea® of which about 12,225,000 were 
farmers’ bulletins, four-fifths of which 
are allotted by law to members of Con- 
gress for free distribution. 


The Agricultural Yearbook for 1931, a 


volume of about 1200 pages, was printed 
to the extent of 400,000 copies at a cost of 
$273,320. So far 756 copies of it have been 
sold by the Superintendetit of Documents 
and 380,188 copies have been distributed 
free by members of Congress. There is no 
cempilation on how many people ever read 
the weighty work.

Business and Farming 


The plight of the farmer is seen 
by Dennis as one of the major fac- 
tors in the depression, and he deals 
with it in several illuminating 
chapters. The basic trouble with 
the farmer, he says, is that he has 
not been content with farming as 
a.“way of life’ but has “gone busi- 
ness.” 

“Welfare,” he says, “which 
means emgiphasis on security rather 
than profits, should be the farm- 
er’s chief preoccupation. He should 
realize that the pursuit of profits is 
not synonymous with the pursuit 
of happiness. Too much business 
and too much debt have proved the 
farmer’s undoing. His salvation 
and, possibly, that of society can 
be found only in-his greater inde- 
pendence of business and his escape 
from debt.” 

Again: “American farming is 
now much of a business, and a 
pitiful business it is. For the past 
two decades experts and friends of 
agriculture have been trying to as- 
sist farmers to be good business 
men. It must now be acknowledged 
that their success has been distin- 
guished. They have aimed at 
cheaper and more efficient produc- 
tion. And how they have achieved 
it! The catastrophe of business 
leadership is its success. 

“The American farmer wanted to 
go business, and now he is going 
peasant. The American people 
wanted more business in Govern- 
ment. They have had their wish. 
Six to eight million men are ‘going 
without work. The American farm- 
er is going to suffer because the 
poor chap has acquired the tastes 
and pretensions of a profiteering 
industrialist. And, worst of all, he 
lacks the simple folkways which 
enable a man to find spiritual peace 
in a life of —- soil.”’

iof the money lenders, Dennis esti- 
mates that in the period 1920-1929 
the farmers of the United States 
got a 2 per cent return on the net 
capital invested in agriculture. This 
2 per cent figure does not take ac- 
count of the losses by depreciation 
in capital value, which were over 
40 per cent for the period. The 
average wage of the farmer for 
his management and labor was 
$585 a year, as against $1263 for 
factory workers. Figures for 1930

The Chain of Rocks Bridge and 
its approach highway, which cost 
about $2,000,000 ‘and were opened 
not quite three years ago, were 
sold at auction yesterday for a 
nominal bid of $600,000 in the 
course of financial reorganization. 

When the sale is approved by 

Federal Judge Faris, as anticipated, 
the new Kingshighway Bridge Co., 
incorporated a week ago in Dela- 
ware, will take over this toll cross- 
ing. It will supersede the Chain of 
Rocks-Kingshighway Bridge Co., 
which was incorporated in Mis- 
souri in 1927 and erected the 
bridge. 
The bridge was bid in before 
Clerk O’Connor of Federal Court, 
acting as a special master, by rep- 
resentatives of the reorganization 
committee formed by H. M. Bylles- 
by & Co. and E. H. Rollins & Sons, 
the Chicago banking houses which 
financed the structure. There were 
no other bidders. The sale consist- 
ed of half an hour of monotonous 
reading in front of the toll house 
at Chain of Rocks. 

John R. Scott, principal promoter 
and builder of the bridge, who was 
president of the old corporation 
and receiver under a suit filed last 
June i, is president of the new 
concern and will continue in active 
management of the business. Wil- 
liam G. Pohl has become secretary’ 
and J. P. Howard treasurer, while 
Mord M. Bogie, who was chairman 
of the First Mortgage Bond Hold- 
ers’ Protective Committee, is vice 
president. All three are connected 
with the Byllesby house at Chicago. 

Direetors are Scott, Bogie, Pohl, 
J..J. Shinners, another Byllesby 
officer at Chicago, and Charles H, 
Bliss of the Chicago office of the 
Rollins company.

Bartholomew Says on Radio 
That Wasteful Methods 
ancTCase Tax Rate. 


Special to the Post- Dismitch. 
SCHENECTADY, N. Y., March 
19.—Costs incident to wasteful 
methods and processes of urban ex- 
pansion are one of. the greatest 
contributing factors to high muni- 
cipal tax rates’in the United States, 
Harland Bartholom:w of St. Louis 
declared here tonight in an address 
over radio station WGY. He spoke 
under auspices of the New York 
State Conference of Mayors and 


‘| Other Municipal Officials, describ- 


ing the need for city planning. 

Batholomew, who is engineer for 
the St. Louis City Plan Commis- 
sion, is president of the National 
Conference on City Planning and is 
widely known in his profession. He 
said, in part: 

“The individual citizen’s craving 
for naturalistic beauty and for 
open spaces has not been lost as 


the city grew larger, and with the 


aid of the automobile and rapid 
transit, the pleasanter living con- 
ditions of the small community 
have been sought by larg num- 
bers of people who moved out- 
ward to suburban area3. But these 
suburban areas have gradually 
succumbed to the speculative. type 
of urbanization, with the result 
that our largest American cities 
have become great, sprawling com- 
munities with no vell organized 
form. “While there has been some 
land overcrowding, we have gone 
more often to the other extreme 
of spreading over such great areas 
that there is serious question of 
our ability to pay the costs in- 
volved, whether these be in the 
form of high annual taxes, numer- 
ous special assessments, or great 
losses in time required for travel 
from one part of the community 
to another. 

“The economic depression of the 
past two years has brought about 
a realization that there are definite 
limits of growth of population, 
even in the larger communities, and 


that population cannot continually 


shift about without resulting in 
enormous property losses, which in 
the long run threaten to under- 
mine the whole economic structure 
of the city. The importance of 
carefully prepared city plans, based 
upon a reasonable estimate of 
growth within certain pneriods of 
time, has been realized never so 
clearly as now. One of the greatest 
contributing facters toa our high 
municipal tax rates has been the 
costs incident to wasteful nirethods 
and processes of urban expansion. 

“Municipal taxation will-be in- 
éreasingly burdensome until our 
municipal structures are reorgan- 
ized upon a more efficient basis, all 
land in all parts dof the city is given 
its highest degree of utilization, 
and sound income can be derived 
from réal earning power, as dis- 
tinguished from a fanciful income 
based upon some indefinite higher 
speculative use improbable of'real- 
ization. This can be achieved only 
by the most thorough and carefully 
prepared city plans. City planning 
has as its objective the accom- 
plishment of a more orderly form 
of growth, more efficient utilization 
of land, and more permanent and 
satisfactory living conditions. 

“A city is a combination of build- 
ings and of open spaces. It should 
not be a difficult matter to so or- 
ganize them as to bring about a 
satisfactory and efficient structure. 
Inadequate open spaces, improper 
width and arrangement of main 
thoroughfares, overcrowding of the 
land and promiscuous intermingling 
of buildings used for different pur- 
poses will produce waste, in- 
efficiency and unsound or un- 
healthful living conditions. A com- 
munity should be able to organize 
itself so as to produce adequate 
open spaces, proper width and ar- 
rangement of main thoroughfares 
and balanced arrangement of build- 
ings used for various purposes, so 
that the net result will be a more 
or less complete, efficient and at- 
tractive composition. 

“Because the rapid growth of 
cities has occurred only in most re- 
cent years,,our Legislatures and 
our courts have been slow to grant 
the legal authority essential for 
control of urban expansion and city 
planning. has been rather slow to 
develop. iIt is confidently pre- 
dicted that most American cities 
will officially adopt comprehen- 
sive city plans within the next 10 
years, just as they have adopted 
zoning ordinances in the last 10 
years. It is a fundamental pre- 
requisite for protection. against 
waste in public improvements, for 
the encouragement of more order- 
ly growth and stabilization, and the 
protection of property values, 
whether for commercial or indus- 
trial purposes or for dwellings of 
even the most modern type.”’ 


In St. Louis, the comprehensive 
plan set up by the City Plan Com- 
mission never has been adopted of- 
ficially by the city, but much of it 
has been and is being carried out.

Authority Says Multiple-Family 
House Must Emerge From 
Speculative Stage. 


The apartment house will play 
an important part in the housing 
future of the United States pro- 
vided the current deflation brings 
a new outlook in this section of the 
economic scheme, L. Seth Schnit- 
man points out in the current issue 
of The Architectural Record. 

“The future of housing in Amer- 
ica is not without hope,” says 
Schnitman, who is chief statistician 
for the F. W. Dodge Corporation. 
“Its development can be epochal if 
we have begun to realize the need 
for a dynamic housing economy, 
well conceived, properly co- -ordi- 
nated and methodically executed. 
If we integrate the social needs of 
our communal life in accordance 


|with the forces of our economic 


| fabric, then may we be sure that 
ithe deflation has brought a new

outlook to insure against its re- 
currence. 

“The belief that the apartment 
house is a sinister influence in 
American life still persists despite 
that this type has been dictated 
largely by economic and socia!

Federal Land Bank Here Reports 319 Pur- 
chases in Last Seven Months Against 77 
for Like Period Year Ago.

“Our demand for -farms this 
spring exceeds that of any previous 
he said, “The first two 
months of this year, we sold three 
times as many farms as during the 
same period of 1931.” 

“This movement to the farm,” 
he continued, “started last August 
and the demand for farms has in- 
creased steadily since that time. 
The bank, during the last five 
months of 1931, sold 206 individual 
farms as compared with 40 for the 
Same period of 1930. With 113 
sales made the first two months 
of this year, as compared with 37 
sales for the same period last year, 
it is certain to us that the demand 
shown last fall for farms was not 
just a flash in the pan—it is likely 
to continue until a more nearly 
equal balance prevails between 
urban and local conditions.” 

Buyers 60 Per Cent City Men. 

City buyers bought 40 per cent 
of all farms the Federal Land 
Bank sold last year, Watson ex- 
plained. He estimated that buyers

Cause of Engine Ills 


Inadequate lubrication is the 
greatest foe of the automobile en- 
gine, and is responsible for an 
overwhelmingly large part of en- 
gine ills, Charles W. McKinley, re- 
search engineer, declared at a 
meeting of service men at Flint, 
Mich. 

“If we take two cars of the same 
make, lubricate one of them ac- 
cording to the recommendations in 
the instruction manual and neglect 
to properly lubricate the other, the 
properly lubricated car will be in 


worn out,” he said. “The properly 
lubricated car will operate with a 
minimum repair and replacement 
cost, while the other car will take 
@ heavy toll in bearings, piston 
gings and other vital parts. 

“Failure to grease a car properly 
and the use of contaminated oil 
can be blamed as the two greatest 
evils affecting car wear. Recogni- 
tion of these two facts will make 
the maintenance dollar go much 
farther. 

“Contaminated oil will cause five 
times more wear on various engine 
parts than when clean oil js used. 

“To avoid contamination, the oil 
filter cartridge should be changed 
according to recommendations: in 
the car instruction manual, usual- 
ly after every 8000 to 16,000 miles 
of operation. 

“The oil should be changed as 
recommended by the car manufac- 
turer, and drained while the en- 
gine is hot, as heated oil is more 
fluid.” 


Foiling of Red Light 
Bandits Considered 
In Designing Dodge 


The so-called “red light bandit” 
has had a direct bearing on the 
design of the 1932 automobile, ac- 
cording to George B. Allen, direct- 
or of engineering for Dodge Broth- 
ers’ Corporation. 

“I am referring, of course, to the 
bandit-proof locks that we have 
on the new Dodge six and eight,” 
he said. “For the last year or so 
we have heard considerable of the 
bendit who takes acvantage of 
motorists when they’ stop for a 
traffic light to rob them of their 
valuables, even their cars, in some 
instances. These bandits are 
getting bolder every day, too, if 
we are to believe newspaper re- 
ports of their continued depreda- 
tions. When the racket first start- 
ed motorists were attacked only on 
lonely roads in the outlying sec- 
tions, but today this type of ban- 
ditry is apt to occur on a busy 
thoroughfare, even in the midst of 
traffic.” 

The locks on the new Dodge are 
simple in operation and so effec- 
tive that when the car is locked 
on the inside, it is impossible to 
enter it from the outside. 

“On sedan models, the rear doors 
lock when the inside door handles 
are in the up or locked position. 
They can be opened or closed at 
will from the inside, yet always re- 
main locked as long as the door 
handles are in the up or raised 
position, so that it is impossible 
to open them from the outside. 
“The two front doors, although 
locking automatically the same as 
the rear doors when the inside 
handles are raised, differ, however 
in this respect—that if the doors 
are opened and closed again with- 
out again raising the door handles, 
the locks are tripped and it is pos- 
sible to enter from the outside.”

SPRINGFIELD, MO. 
LONG Clear Creek there 
was no better fox hound, 
in her day, than Minnie, 
queen of the Cook boys 
pack. The Cook boys ac’ 
claimed her on all occa- 
It was granted by 
the men of the Clear Creek 
secon who know fox hounds and give 
them their due. Even the Alexander boys, 
neighbors and fox-hunting rivals of the 
Cooks, admitted a bit grudgingly that Min- 
nie was a very good hound. Whether she 
was better than their Wilson was argued 
time and again when fox hunters fore- 
gathered at the store at Pearl and hever set- 
led to the satisfaction of all concerned. 

But there was one thing certainly to be 
aid for Wilson; he had been sired by Old 
laft, and everybody knew what Old Taft 
was Never outrun in the State. That 
was the boast of Bill McCroskey of Phoenix, 
who used to own him, and nobody ever 
called his boast. Once ran a fox 30 hours. 
And Wilson on one occasion had run 20 

irs over in Lawrence County. These 
were records that had the sanctidn of ac- 
cepted tradition and nobody questioned 
The Cooks did not have figures like 
that for Minnie, but they maintained that, 
bv and large, Minnie was as good as 
Wilson, or maybe a little better. The 
aigument at the Pearl store usually é¢nded 
with everybody admitting that both Wilson 
ind Minnie were mighty good fox hounds. 
\ draw, one might say. 

Through all the arguing the Alexanders 
and Cooks stayed good friends. They lived 
on adjoining farms and were all that good 
neighbors should be, visiting back and 
‘orth, eating each other's cooking, being 
helpful when help was needed. Nights 
when the neighbors heard fox hounds 
mouthing they said those Alexarider and 
Cook boys were fox hunting again. The

Alexanders and Cooks sat around their 
campfire and listened to the dogs, and one 
of the Alexanders would say, “That's Old 
Wilson,” and one of the Cooks would say, 
“That's Minnie,” and, not minded to argue 
when the hunt was on, they would assure 
each other that between them they un- 
doubtedly had the best fox hounds in the 
world. 

When Minnie was shot by an outsider 
the rancor of rivalry died. That was an 
offense against all fox hunters, They ral- 
lied, the Alexanders in the lead, to the help 


of the Cooks, honor bound to avenge Min- | 


me, There came a time, however, when 
trouble arose between the Cooks and Alex- 
anders and Bill Alexander gave testimony 
adverse to John Cook in one of the many 
lawsuits growing out of the shooting of 
Minnie, that were tried over a period of 
four years. Bitterness grew and one day 
Bill and Ed Alexander and John and Dick 
Cook met in the Watson pasture and shots 
were fired and John Cook was killed and 
Dick wounded. 


OW Bill Alexander has had his day in 

court, charged with the felonious kill- 

ing of John Cook, and the-jury has found 

him guilty and decreed that he shall go to 

prison for fifteen years, and Ed Alexander 
is in jail waiting his turn to be tried. 

The killing of Minnie was the culmina- 


- tion of many troubles and the precursor of 


more. There were fights and lawsuits, burn- 
ings of farm buildings and crops, the burden 
of litigation costs and finally the loss of the 
Alexander homestead through mortgage 
foreclosure. 

The Alexanders and Cooks were large 
families, as the fashion was in Georgia, 
where they came from. The families con- 
tinued to grow after Jack Alexander and 
Sype Cook migrated from Georgia to Mis: 
souri and settled on adjoining “eightys™ 
in Boone township near Pearl postoffice. 
Sype Cook, more outreaching than neigh: 
bor Alexander, increased his holdings to 
more than 200 acres.. Their farms were 


as good as any in 
the area between 
Walnut Grove and 
Ash Grove. 

The families con- 
*tinued to grow. It 
was part of Mrs. 
Alexander's gladly 
rendered service to 
attend Mrs. Cook on 
most of the occa- 
sions when a wom- 
an's ministrations 
were needed and it 
is related now by 
the Alexander child- 
ren that their moth- 
er pinned their first 
clothes on most of 
the Cook children, 
including John, who 
died that day in the 
Watson pasture. There were 14 of the lit- 
tle Cooks, from first to last, and seven of 
the Alexanders. Jack Alexander and his 
wife and Sype Cook and his wife died. 
Most of the children of both families had 
married and gone away, but others of the 
children remained on the homesteads, Bill 
and Ed “batching” on their farm, Mary 
Cook keeping house for her unmarried 
brothers on the Cook place. 

All through the years both families kept 
fox hounds and were proud of their packs. 
In Old Taft the Alexander boys: had a 
sire whose like could not be found in all 
the countryside. Andy and Bill, the main 
fox hunters of the family, had bought him 
from Bill McCroskey, paying more 0 
the price of a good horse for him. Bill 
had been offered $500 in cash for him, 
and had scorned the offer. Old Taft died 
in the fullness of his years and was buried 
in a corner of the apple orchard with the 
honors due a famous fox hound sire, and 
Bill Anderson marked the spot with a 
slab on which he carved, “Here lies Taft, 
a Good Dog.’ He might have gone fur- 
ther in eulogy, for Taft was of the line- 
age of Walker, 
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oT mightiest of all 

si a fox hound sires. 

| The glory of 
his name was car- 
ried on, however, 
more by his de-

It had always 
been so. Maybe this 
man Gregg didn't 
understand. The fox- 
hunting neighbors 
went to see him. 
They pointed out 
that along Clear Creek was a favorite run 
for foxes and that his woven wire fence 
would turn them back and confuse them 
and they might leave the neighborhood, 
putting an end to the chief countryside 
: They were frank to say that it 
looked to them like Mr. Gregg was set- 
ting himself against their time-honored fox’ 
hunting. 


REGG told them they could fox-hunt 

all they liked, but he wasn't going to 
have dogs chasing foxes over his land, 
frightening his sheep.

Gregg was immovable. He had come 
there to raise sheep and the wire fence was 
essential to his purpose and it was going 
to stay.

bit hunting on his own land. He came 
upon a pack of hounds that had entered 
through a cut in the fence and were chas- 
ing his sheep. They stampeded in panic 
but one of the dogs had brought down one 
of the sheep and was tearing at it. He 
fired at the edog and it ran“away. Those 
were the circumstances as he testified to 
them later in court, but the Cooks were hot 
in their denials, for the.dog was Minnie 
and it was incredible to them that a fox 
hound of Minnie’s rectitude could so far 
forget her bringing-up as to take after~a 
sheep. : 

Whether Minnie was killed is a matter 
of dispute to this day, and it was the dis 
pute on that point that led up to the clash 
in which John Cook was killed. The Cooks 
said Minnie did not come home that night 
and for ten days her fate was not known. 
Then she was found dead in the pasture. 

John Cook sued Gregg for $300. His 
fox-hunting neighbors stood by him. Bill 
Alexander went so far as to hire a lawyer 
to help John’s lawyers in the case. The 
lawyers were too wary to risk a trial in 
Boone township, so they took a change of 
venue. When the case came up in Justice 
Roberts’ court, here in Springfield, most of 
Boone township was there. Bill Alexander 
was one of Cook's star witnesses. He and 
many other fox-hunters testified that Min- 
nie was incapable of chasing a sheep, and 
gave it as their judgment that $300 was 
only a nominal value to place on her. The 
justice, having no special reverence for fox 
hounds, gave Cook a verdict of $25. 

Gregg viewed the verdict as a miscarriage 
of justice and appealed to the Circuit Court. 
The jury there had just twice as much re- 
gard as the justice for the life of a dog 
and awarded Cook $50, even though Bill 
Alexander was not on hand to testify to 
the exemplary character and exceptional 
value of Minnie. The explanation of Bill's 
absence was that he had gone to New Mex- 
ico. There were whisperings that he had 
timed his absence, for it was known that he 
had had trouble with Cook over some corn. 


John Cook. 


Gregg's lawyers found a flaw and obtained 
a new trial. On the retrial Bill Alexander 
was there, having made up with John Cook, 
and testified for Cook. On cross-examina- 
tion, however, he was asked if he had not 
told Lawyer Pierce, of counsel for Gregg, 
that Minnie was still alive, hidden away by 
Cook, and Bill had to admit it. Whether 
or not Alexander had told the truth, the 
question raised as to the demise of Minnie 
swung the case and the-~ verdict was for 
Gregg. . 

That threw the costs of the three trials 
on Cook and these and his attorney’ fees - 
ran to something like $1000. Cook blamed 
Alexander for the debacle, and bitterness 
grew between them and the’ members of 
their families. 

One winter night the Alexander broth- 
ers awakened to find their home in flames 
and had a narrow escape. They built a 
shack and continued to live there. 


AST July, Roxie, a sister of Minnie, dis- 

appeared from the Cook pack. John 
Cook talked it about that Bill Alexander 
had stolen the dog. Whether he really 
thought so may be doubted. Probably it was 
just his way of expressing his bitterness 
toward Bill, because an accusation of hound 
dog stealing is absolutely the last word in 
Ozarkian contumacy. 

The Alexanders heard about it and it 
hurt. Bill met John at Ash Grove and they 
quarreled. John drew a knife and Bill 
picked up a rock. Friends intervened and 
a surface of peace was patched up, but 
enmity still rankled. 

Late in July Ed Alexander, not regard- 
ing himself as directly involved in the hard 
feelings between his brother and John, pass- 
ing the Cook home, stopped to say “howdy” 
and talk with the younger Cooks. 

John Cook quarreled with him and 
struck fim with a club and threatened to 
kill him, he says, but was dissuaded by 
John's sister, Mary.

Century-old spruces 
murmur their songs 
over our heads. Here and there we 
pass a desolate village where the si- 
lent, morose inhabitants scarcely turn 
their heads as the car speeds by. No 
one seems to think of work, except an 
occasional woman here and there, but 
nearly all lounge on the streets, talk- 


ing in low voices and smoking their 
pipes. Doors and. windows of the 
houses appear to be hermetically 


sealed, and the general impressien is 
inhospitable. 

We meet carbonieri with enormous 
louds of charcoal, and rows of broad 
(iinber wagons almost fill the whole 
road. And raturally the meetings al- 
ways occur at the narrowest and most 
precarious places. Either we _ are 
foreed to crowd snugly against the 
mountain wall or we balance the outer 
wheels of our car on the edge of an 
iubyss. At first we find this nerve 
wracking but gradually we learn to 


ignore the fact that only a few centi-_ 


meters more or less mean life or death. 
We count ourselves lucky to have so 
sure a man at the wheel as Alberti, the 
Corsican driver and guide which our 
little party of four had picked up at 
(‘alvi for our tour of the island. 

As usual, I sit beside Alberti, al- 
though today the wind pierces even 
the camel’s hair lining of my raincoat. 

As a young man Alberti settled 
down in Paris and worked in.a print- 
ing shop. Then he took a bride from 
these native regions around Calvi and 
expected to continue his career on the 
continent. But his wife was not hap- 
py. She longed to be back to the cliffs 
of Corsica, and what had to be had to 
be. Signor Alberti returned, and since 
then he has devoted his time to driv- 
ing strangers around the island at the 
rate of two francs per kilometer. All 
soes well, he insists,-and he has never 
had cause to regret this change of ca- 
reer. Besides, he adds with a shrewd 
glance of the eye, the wine is so much 
better in Calvi than in Paris. An as- 
sertion that no one can dispute who 
has tasted the genuine grape of Cor- 
sica. Kut the product must be prima- 
prima to get so high a testimonial. It 
is to be found in Alberti’s cellar.

-fhad been up to some tricks that could

it, is today.’’ After a moment he adds: 
“You needn't be afraid. The bandits 
never tamper with the -foreigners. 
However, the region we have just 
passed through happens to be their 
very headauarters. There must be 
some half score left. In the villages 
they write their own laws. But the 
crimes which now and then are com- 
mitted, always have their origin in 
internal strife or family quarrels. And 
so long as representatives of the law 
persist in getting involved they have 
to take the consequences, however in- 
nocent they may be. Leave a bandit 
entirely in peace and he is the least 
dangerous man on God's green earth, 
after he has taken the revenge that he 
may feel honor requires. Without any 
risk whatever, you could even ask 
him to help put on a back tire. He 
would pump and pump until the sweat 
began to run, and he would disdain- 
fully reject any fee you offered. But 
out among these hills, porca Madonna, 
I certainly should not care to be n 
gendarme—not for anything in the 
world.’’ 

In spite of the cold, Alberti has 
talked himself warm. Two speeches 
as long as these he had not volun- 
teered since he had persuaded us, in 
Calvi, to take his car. 

‘‘But what happens to the poor ban- 
dits in winter?’’ I ask. ‘‘They must be 
cold and suffer greatly out in the ma- 
quis when there is snow." 

“They don't stay out in the open, 
of course, except some time during the 
day, when a little promenade may be: 
necessary if someone is on the tracks. 
As soon as it is dark the bandit re- 
turns to the village, where no one 
would deny him a roof over his head 


so long as he wants to remain. It’s 
only in the summer that it used to be 
necessary to carry out food into the 
thicket.’’ 

‘Have you never met a bandit?’’ 

‘‘Not so far as I know, although I 
may have done so without suspecting 
it. A long time ago | was asked to go 
with a relief expedition of this kind 
and carry provisions to one of the hid- 
ing places, but it was a full four hours’ 
tramp and I refused. Last year, what’s 
more, there was an American here who 
offered a whole little fortune if I 
could produce a real bandit. Natural- 
ly, | couldn’t. For, you see, they aren't 
anything to trifle with.” 


EANWHILE, we have reached 
Ye little village Ghisoni, where 

we find an inn highly recom- 
mended by Alberti. On the terrace of 
just an ordinary house, where a sign, 
‘‘Hotel Cyrnos,”’ in large letters hangs 
above the slanting door, a table has 
been set. In his shirtsleeves the host 
himself, Signor Garbardini, receives 
us, and his face lights up when he sees 
our driver. Alberti has been an old 
friend of the family since the night he 
rapped on the door to ask for lodging 
because he had engine trouble and 
could not proceed with his car. 

We sit in the sunshine on the ter- 
race and enjoy the real Corsican food 
while the host himself fills our glasses 
with the product native to his own 
fields and his own presses. Under the 
table cats and chickens scramble with 
praiseworthy determination to get the 
bread crumbs and trout heads, and 
now and then there are actual battles 
under our feet. The same happens 
among the children of the village, who 


assemble on 
the street be- 
low and with 

gaping mouths eye 
the four hungry 
strangers. Someone tosses 

a few sous right into the gar- 
bage, and then the whole flock 
throws itself-on the ground, eagerly 
pulling hair and kicking each other 


“with bare feet in the scramble for the 


coins. Probably it was not quite ethic- 
al on our part to rouse their basest in- 
stincts in this way, but we merely 
wanted to see if they really would res- 
pond as other children do, something 
we had reason to doubt after all the 
sour-faced youngsters we had passed. 
It was wholesome, therefore, to wit- 
ness this battle without bloodshed. 

Ghisoni was an intriguing and sunny 
little idyll, in contrast to the foggy and 
uninviting bandit country that lay be- 
hind. Our host’s hospitality was in 
itself testimony that one can find 
friendly and enterprising people even 
in these deserted regions. 

We rolled on through the moun- 
tains. Since the landscape offered 
nothing of unusual interest I lost my- 
self in reflections and recalled an ex- 
cellent account of Bellacoscia, the most 
famous bandit of the island. He car- 
ried on ‘his activities in these parts. 
Since every Corsican travel account 
must hae a robber story, here it is: 

Some time during the First Empire 
a man by the name of Bonelli had 
come to odds with justice and had 
made off into the mountains, where 
he surrounded himself with all the 
comforts available. To add to his 
pleasure and pass away idle hours, he 
enticed three pretty girls to come to 
live with him. Just about this time 


-he acquired the additional name of 


Bellacoscia, for reasons that must 
here be passed over in silénce. Ac- 
cording to the ritual of the maguis, 
with neither ring nor book, he mar- 
ried. A mouflon was his only wit- 
ness. It is claimed that he managed 
to make his three pretty wives ex- 
ceedingly happy. At any rate, the 
family was blessed with numerous 
progeny, and Bonelli continued to live 
his life in a far from unpleasant way. 
He died in 1865 and left his name, his 
weapons and his desolate sovereignt;

ways refused’ impres- 
sively to marry divorced 
persons! Now seeking 
a divorce himself like 
any common § sinner. 
Trying to get rid of the 
woman who helped him 
make the Kountze Me- 
morial Lutheran Church in Omaha 
the largest English-speaking church 
of its denomination in the world and 
the third largest Protestant church 
in America. Many former members of 
the Rev. Dr. Baltzly, Ph.D., D.D., 
L.L.D., are sorely disappointed and dis- 
illusioned. They refused to believe it 
for awhile, but facts are facts and 
can't be set aside indefinitely. 

These facts are that the Rev. Dr 
Baltzly, after establishing a 90-day 
residence at Hot Springs, Arkansas, 
has filed suit for divorcee. charging his 
wife with cruelty and alleging. in 
elaboration of this charge, that she 
treated him with ‘“‘contempt, studied 
neglect, unmerited reproach and open 
insult.” He relates further that soon 
after they settled in Omaha 20 years 
azo she displayed an ‘‘insane jealousy 
toward his relationship, as pastor, with 
women members of the church’; that 
she accused him publicly of crue! 
treatment and made ‘unfounded

Baltzly separated three years ago 
and she is now living with their 
daughter, Olive, in Long Beach, Cal- 
ifornia. Early in February she filed 
her cross petition at Hot Springs, 
alleging her husband was infatuated 
with another Omaha woman and was 
now trying to abandon her after she 
had been his helpmeet for 36 years. 
Incidentally, she stipulated that she 
must have at least $20,000 alimony as 
well as the divorce. 

On February 9, Chancellor Duffy 
at Hot Springs, ordered Baltzly to pay 
his wife $200 for traveling expenses 
and to help finance her fight for di- 
vorce. Until Baltzly pays this sum, 
Duffy ruled, no further action can be 
taken in the case. The divorce hear- 
ing is expected to come up early in 
April. Some of Mrs. Baltzly’s friends 
in Omaha are now talking of forming 
‘an organization to go to her aid. In 
any event it is expected the case will 
be long drawn out and sensational, es- 
pecially sensational because of Baltz- 
ly’s former rigid stand against di- 
vorce. Some years ago he published 
his views in a book called ‘‘Catechet- 
ical Evangelization.’’ The’ book en- 
joyed wide circulation and it is said 
that virtually every Lutheran church: 
in the country now has a copy of it. 

Baltzly contends that his views on 
divorce have not changed. He says he 
will still stand behind everything he 
said in his book, but his wife has be- 
come so0 jealous and her attitude 
toward him has become so intolerable 
that he believes a divorce in the hest 
thing for all parties concerned.

They point out that dia- 
monds are not like vegetables, which 
must be sold quickly or lose their 
value; that the syndicate has only to 
leave its diamonds in its vaults and 
its mines, and, when business -condi- 
tions are normal again, resume selling 
at the usual prices. 

But there is no doubt that the dia- 
mond industry is having its troubles. 
It is in a better position, however, to 
cope with its difficulties than many 
industries because of the control it is 
able to exercise over production. . The 
South African mines produce about 90 
per cent of the world’s diamonds, and 
the De Beers Mining Syndicate con- 
trols virtually all of the South Afri- 
can field. 

South African diamond mining 
finds itself in this situation after more 
than 60 years of picturesque develop- 
ment from chaotic beginnings. The 
first ‘‘discovery’’ was made in 1867; 
it was the discovery by a _ trader, 
Schalk Van Niekirk, that a stone with 
which a Boer boy was playing was a

diamond. The trader began to bar- 
gain with the lad for the plaything, 
but the boy’s mother, thinking it ri- 
diculous that anything should be paid 
for such an obviously valueless trifle, 
made her son give it to Van 
Niekirk. It has been reported 
that the diamond turned out 
to weigh 23 carats, and that 
the Governor of Cape Colony 
paid $2500 for it. 

A couple of years later a 
Hottentot shepherd sold a 
luck piece to Van Niekirk for 
$2000. It was a diamond of 
83% carats, and the trader 
sold it for $55,000. Before 
long the gem became known 
as the Star of Africa and was 
bought by the Earl of Dudley, 
who was said to have paid 
$125,000 for it. It now be- 
longs to the Queen of England 
and is one of her favorite 
court ornaments. 

The publicity attending the 
sale of this stone to the Earl 
of Dudley started a rush of 
diamond hunters to South Af- 
rica. The early ones began to 
dig on the farm of Van Wyk, 
a Boer, not far from where 
Kimberley now stands. There 
were diamonds in the mud 
walis of the farmer’s house.

A good many of 

the shady characters dealt in 

stolen gems and came to be 

known as “‘illicit diamond buy- 

ers,’ their profession outlawed 

by a special statute. One of the 

most interesting phases of the 
development of the industry has 
been the struggle of mine owners, 
backed by the Government, to prevent 
the theft of diamonds. 


ATIVE laborers used to smug- 
N « diamonds out of a mine 

by hiding them in their hair, 
in their mouths, in wounds, or even 
by swallowing them. And they sold 
them, often, to canny, unscrupu- 
lous white men for worthless trin- 
kets. Some received pieces of gild- 
ed metal resembling in appearance 
a British sovereign, but stamped 
with the inscription, ‘Gone to Han- 
over.” 

Sometimes white men would steal 
stones from the diamond sorting 
rooms, and often be victimized by an 
illicit diamond buyer; the latter 
would give a check in payment for the 
stones and then stop payment on the 
check, saying it had been stolen. 

Just across the border, in the Trans- 
vaal, there was the village of Chris- 
tiana, where the law against illicit 
diamond buying did not operate, and

here an important syndicate of dia- 
mond smugglers established headquar- 
ters. Many cunning devices were em- 
ployed to get stolen gems to Chris- 
tiana. 

Dogs were often used by the smug- 
gliers. Some had secret pouches in 
their backs, made by nimble-fingered 
Chinese, who sold the animals for high 
prices. Others were fed meat contain- 
ing diamonds, and were killed when 
they reached Christiana. A similar 
scheme was used with horses, oxen 
were sent across the border with dia- 
monds in the tails, and carrier pigeons 
flew with diamonds in the wings. Hid- 
ing places for smuggled gems were 
made in all sorts of articles that might 
be carried without exciting suspicion— 
such things as pipes, books, cigars and

pencils. But the illicit traffic has been 
greatly curtailed in recent years. The 
closest possible watch,is maintained 
to prevent diamonds being smuggled 
out of the mines, and exceedingly 
stringent laws are enforced against the 
illicit diamond buyer—known in the 
industry as “I. D. B.”’ A person found 
in possession of a stolen diamond, even 
if he did not know it was stolen when 
he bought it, is subject to a long pris- 
On sentence. 

Colorful figures have been associ- 
ated with South African diamond min- 
ing. The most important, of course, 
was Cecil Rhodes, indefatigable work- 
er for the expansion of the British Em- 
pire. Rhodes consolidated the principal 
mines into the De Beers syndicate— 
after a long struggle with another 
“diamond king,’’ Barney Barnato. 

There were two Barnatos— Harry 
and Barney, brothers. They came 
from the London slums. Harry was a 
pugilist at times, and at the beginning 
of his career in South Africa could not 
write his name. But he had a cunning 
brain, and prospered mightily in the 
diamond trade, and left an estate of 
$15,000,000 when he died; at one 
time his fortune had been estimated at 
$100,000,000. 


and squandered millions. In 

1926 he gave a notable dinner 
in London to 13 other diamond mer- 
chants. The huge table at which they 
sat inclosed a tank of water, and on 
the water floated models of Japanese 
warships, blazing with fireworks. A 
whole roast lamb was carried around 
the table on a black pony, and each 
guest sliced off a portion when the 
pony stopped at his place. 

Barney Barnato became the most 
powerful figure in the industry, 
only to be forced to yield his 
dominance in the struggle with 
Ceci] Rhodes. It is told that he 
got his start in the diamond 
trade by buying the pony of an- 
other trader. He rode about 
Kimberley on his new mount, 
with a loose bridle rein, and the 
pony made its accustomed stops 
at diggers’ huts; Barnato thus 
discovered with whom his rival 
had been dealing, and was able 
to induce them to deal with 
him instead. Barney ended his 
spectacular career by jumping 
from a London-bound liner off 
Madeira. 

Tragedy came into the lives 
of many of the other South Af- 
rican mining magnates after 
they had accumulated millions. 
Woolf Joel, nephew of the Bar- 
natos, was slain in his office by 
a mad adventurer. The Duke of 
Fife, who obtained much of his 
wealth from the diamond fields 
controlled by his friend, Cecil 
Rhodes, lost his life at sea in 
1912, when he and his wife 
were wrecked off the Moroc- 


H ARRY BARNATO “lived high’’ 
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can coast. Sir Lionel Phillips of the 
Rand managed to escape execution for 
his part in the Jameson raid—the fan- 
tastic expedition whose purpose was to 
wrest the arsenal at Pretoria from the 
Boers—but later he was shot and seri- 
ously wounded by a miner who said 
Sir Lionel had swindled him. A few 
years ago Philips’ son killed himself. 
Sir J.-B. Robinson, sometimes called 
‘“‘Cagey Bob,’ was a sheep raiser and 
blacksmith in the ‘’60s, and died 
worth $15,000,000, accumulated in the 
diamond industry. Brushes with the 
law cost him millions, and he had to 
decline a peerage because of the op- 
position of the House of Lords. The 
son whom he had expected to succeed 
him in business died mysteriously at 
the age of 31. Another son recently 
wae involvéd in a scandal in Cape 
Town which ruined him socially. 


TTO BEIT was one of Rhodes’ 
(an business associates in South 

Africa. Beit's son killed himself 
—because, it was said, fellow army of- 
ficers had been ‘‘ragging’’ him about 
the way his father got his wealth. 

Solly Joel, who died less than a year 
ago in England, was the brother of 
Woolf Joel, and one of the most cele- 
brated of the diamond kings. He was 
known throughout the world as a rac- 
ing enthusiast and his breeding farm 
at Maiden Erlegh was famous. But 
despite his wealth and repute as a 
sportsman, Joel was not accepted by 
the upper ranks of British society. 
And his last years were embittered by 
an estrangement from one of his 
daughters, whose marriage had dis- 
pleased him. He left an estate of $5.,- 
000,000, which was said to be but a 
fraction of the fortune he had once 
possessed. 

On the whole, the diamond mag- 
nates of South Africa, except for the 
few who were born into the elect, have 
failed to win social recognition. But 
that probably doesn't prevent anyone 
from trying to acquire such a fortune. 
Whenever a new diamond field is dis- 
covered there is a mighty rush of hu- 
manity to the spot. Three thousand 
claims were staked out at Oersonkral! 
a few days after the discovery of dia- 
monds there became public in 19265. 
When the Grasfontain Farm, in the 
Transvaal, was opened to treasure 
seekers in 1927, 25,000 persons, some 
of them women, took part in the rush. 
The choicest claime were taken by 
trained runners, many of them hired 
by syndicates. The latest find was re- 
ported in January of this year in East 
Africa. 

In all the African diamond fields, 
new and old, there will be little activ- 
ity, it is expected, until the world-wide 
business depression is over. For until 
the present regime of drastic economy 
in personal expenditures is passed, 
there can scarcely be a normal market 
for such luxuries as the brilliant cems 
which come from the earth of ihe Dark 
Continent.
